Photographers and ongineers wore sum 
moned and 12 negatives and numerous 
measurements wore takon under the direo- 
tion of the authorities, 

The young girl was lying close to the 
foot of the stove, where she had evidentl 
dragged herself through pools of her blood. 
Hor right leg was drawn under the body, 
her clothes were partially drawn from hor 
hips, and her head and face were fright: 
folly mutilated. There were four long, 
deep outs on the back of the head, and the 
top of the skull was crushed toa jelly. 

There were several cuts on the face and 
noso, and two of the girl’s teeth were found 
on the floor beside her. Her loose hair was 
matted with blood, and her arma and faee 
were covered with it. 

The space in which she was found mea- 
sured about six by cight feet, and the 
sheathing and windows all around it were 
spotted with blood. 

Some few spots of blood were found 
leading trom the kitohon to the cellar 
door, and there were pools of blood on the 
floor of the cellar just beneath where the 
body lay. 

On searching the house tho police found 
that thegirl’s bedroom had been rifled of 
some of its contents, including a lady’s gold 
watch, valued at about $50, presented to 
the girl by her father four or five yoars ago. 

The dressing caso drawers had been pulled 
open and an empty pocketbook was found 
among some cheap jewelry. The missing 
watch, opened Atawers and pocketbook 
cause tho police to believe that the motive 
of murder was robbery.

Smelting Works for Belleyille and 
Hastings. 

To the Editor of the Intelligencer. 
Bevrevittx, May, 1893. 

Dear Sin,—Ib Is nob generally known 
that a simple looking clause fn the amend- 
ment to the Oonsolidated Municipal Act 
passed during the lass days of the recent 
Ontarlo Legislature gives to every city, as 
well as to’ those mining districts that for- 
merly possessed 1b, the power of granting 
bonuses (and raising money by debentares 
for that purposes) to ald in the establish- 
mont of fron smelting works wibtbin or 
adjacent to the muololpality. 

This act was Introduced in the interests 
of the clty of Hamilton, bub was extended 
to other cities and makes an exception to 
the general law which, for the past two 
yoars, has prohibited granting municipal 
ald to any new Industry,other than exemp- 
tion from taxation, 1b seems to me that 
as the establishment of smelting works has 
come to the front so prominently within 
the last few months this is Bolleville’s 
opportunity,for her altuation {n close prox- 
imity to and in direct rallway connection 
with the richest deposits of fron of the fin- 
est quality and highest grades in Ontarlo, 
coupled with the faollities of importing 
cheap coal and her economical residential 
advantages, should offer great inducements 
to those capitalists who desire the moat 
favorable location for the permanent estab- 
Hshment of this ‘‘mother of Industries.” 
At the same time we must recollect that 
we are in the municipal market In compet- 
ition with other oltles, and that capltallets 
will nob hear of our advantages, geographi- 
cal and local, unless we bring them to thelr 
attention, and unless we offer as great 
inducements, financlally and otherwise, as 
are offered by other localitlez. 

My object In writing is, that as chairman 
of the Industrial Committee, we may ob 
tain, If possible, some expresslon of optn- 
fon with reference to what the oltizens 
think with regard to the adlvaability of 
making a special offer ab the presend time, 
which I bellove fs a cructal one. 

I also desire to make a suggestion and 
urge that the County Oouncll should com- 
bine with the Olty in endeavoring to se- 
curo the location here of an Industry which 
will develope the rich resources of the 
whole county from Madoc northwards, 
Thoy are Interested as well as we, and we 
can justifiably onll upon them to co-oper- 
ato, financially and praoctloally, In this of- 


fort to centralize at Belleville oo industry 
which will do more to devolope the re- 
sources of the county than any other which 
has yet been conaldered, Already the 


centre of a rich agricultural district, and 
with the best cheese market, and the 
finest canning factory avd evaporator In 
Canada, Belleville has |imitless possibilities 
before her if she can be made the centre of 
the gread fron works of Ontario. 

We hope that some of the oltizons whose 
knowledge, exporlonce and public aplrit 


may ontible them to speak and mould pub

mises and one was chained in a kenpel near 
where tho killing wan done, no noise was 
heard by the noighbors. Ao investigation 
last night and yosterday resulted in 
moving suspicion from the immediate mom 
bers of the family. 

Nevortholess the police belleve the dood 
was done by somebody familiar with the 
premises. It is known that some of Farmer 
Lamoheatec’s hired holp had quarrelled with 
him. Semo of his numerous omployes have

Russin Nover Possossed Exclusive Jurie- 


diction Over Behring Sea. 

Paris, June 2,—Yesterday session of 
the Behring Sea Court of Arbitration opened 
with a sensation, caused by Mr. Morgan, 
who protested against the British counsel 
delaying the tribunal tor private confor- 
ences with Lord Hannen and Harlen. 

Sir Richard Webster resumed his argu- 
ment, adducing further evidonce that the 
meaning of the treaty references to tho Pa- 
cific Ocean’s northwest coast showed that 
Behring Sea was not mentioned on the maps 
before the date of the treatics.

Panis, June 2.—In his argument before

Sermonizers are naturally so busy in 
getting the Israelites safely through the 
parted Red Sea, and the Egyptians sum- 
merged in the returning waters, that but 
little time is ordinarily given to what 
the Lord’s people did after they got well 
up, high and dry on the beach, That 
was the beach of the Red Sea, which is, 
at its greatest width, two hundred 
miles, and at its least width, 
twelve miles, Why is the adjective 
“Red” used describing this water ? 
It is called the Red Sea because 
the mountains on its western coast 
look as though sprinkled with brick 
dust, gl the water is colored with red 
sean f and has red zoophyte and red 
coral. Whis sea was cut by the keels of 
Egyptian, Phomician and Arabic ship- 
ping. It was no insignificant pond or 
puddle on the beach of which my_ text 
calls us to stand, I hear upon it the 

sound of a tambourine, for which the 
timbrel was only another name, An 
instrument of music made out of a cir- 
cular hoop, with pieces of metal fixed in 
the sides of it, which made a jingling 
sound, and over which hoop a piece o 
parchment was distended, and this was 
bealen by the knuckles of the perform- 
er. The Israelites, standing on the beach 
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of resurrection!

But that 
which occupied the attention of all the 
men and women of that Israclitish host 
was the celebration of their victory.

More wonderful 
was this victory and defeat than when 
the hosts of Richard overcame the hosts 
of Saladin at Azotus, than when at Ban- 
nockburn, Scotland was set free, than 
when the Earl or Northumberland was 
driven back at Branham Moor, than 
when at the battle of Wakefield, York 
was slain, than when at Bosworth Field, 
Richard was left dead, than when the 
Athenians under Miltiades at Marathon- 
put the Persians to flight, for this yic- 
tory of my text was gained without 
sword or catapult or spear.

when they stood on the banks of the 
Red Sea after their safe emergence from 
the waters. By the help of God and the 
generosity of our friends here and 
where, our $140,000 of floating church 
debt is forever gone, and_ this 
h use, which, with the ground upon 
w.iichit stands, represents $410,000 I 
this day re-consecrate to God the Father, 
God the Son and God the Holy Ghost. 
A stranger might ask how could this 
chirch getinto debt toan amount that 
would build several large churches. My 
answer is: Waves of destruction, stout 
as any that ever rolled acrosa the Red 
Sea of my text. Examine all tho pages 
of church history, and all the pages of 
the world’s history, and show me an or- 
ganization, Bac red or secular, that ever 
had to build three great structures, two 
of them destroyed by fire. Take any of 
your biggest life insurance companies, 
or your biggest storehouses, or your big- 
gest banks, or your biggest nowspaper 
estavlishments, and let them have to 
build three times on the samo foundation 
and it would cost them a struggle, if not 
demolition. My text speaks of the 
Red Sea once crossed, but one 
Red Sea would not have BO 
much overcome us. It was with us 
Red Sea after Red Sea. Three Red Seas! 
Yet, to-day, thanks be to God, we stand 
on the shore, and with organ 
net, in absence of a timbrel,

Egypt to the Promised Land, 
will yet have to drink out of 
bitter water of Marah, and many of 
your army will eat so heartily of the 
fallen quails that they will dia of colic, 
and you will, at the foot of Sinai, be 
scared with the thunder, and there will 
be fiery serpents in the way and many 
battles to fight, and last of all, the mud- 
A ne to cross. Miriam! I haveno 
objections to the tambourine, but do not 
thumb its tightened 
parchment until you are all through, 
Ah, my friends, Miriam wag right. If 
we never shouted victory till we got 
clear through the struggles of this life 
we would never shout at all, Copy the 
habit of Miriam and Moses, The mo- 
ment you get a victory celebrate it. The 
time and place to hold a jubilee for the 
safe crossing of the Red Sea, is on its 
beach and before you leave it. {t is 
awful, the delayed hosannahs! The be- 
lated hallelujatis! The postponed dox- 
ologies! The trains of thanksgiving 
coming so long after they are due! It is 
said, do not rejoice over a revival too 
soon, for the new mombers might not hold 
out. Do not thank .God the money 
you made to-day, for to morrow you 
might lose it all and more. Do not be 
too grateful for your zood health to-day, 
for to-morrow you might get the grippe. 
Do not be too glad about your conver- 
sion, for you might fall from grace, Do 
not rejoice too soon over a Church's 
deliverance, because there might be 
disasters yel bo Cove. Oh, lel us have 
no more adjourncd gratitude. The time 
to thank God fora rescue from tempta- 
tion is the moment after you have broken 
the wine flask. The time to thank God 
for your salvation is the moment after 
the first flash of pardon, ‘The time to be 
grateful for the comfort of your bereft 
soul is the first moment of Christ's appear- 
ance at the mausoleum of Lazarus. The 
time for Miriam's tambourine to sound 
its most jubilant note is the moment the 
last Israelite puts his foot on the sand of 
the parted inland ovean, Alas! that 
when God's mercies have such swift 
wings, our praises should have such 
leaden feet, 

Notice that Miriam's song In my text 
had for its burden the overthrown cav- 
alry. It was not so much the infantry 
or the men on foot over whose defeut she 
rejoiced with ringing timbrel, but over 
the men on horseback—the mounted 
troops! ‘‘The horse and his rider hath 
He thrown into the sea.” There is some- 
thing terrible in a cavalry charge. You 
see it is not like a soldier afoot, thrusting 
a bayonet, or striking with a sword, 
using nothing butthe strength of bis own 
muscle and sinew, for the cavalryman 
adds to the strength of his own arm the 
awful plunge of a steed at full gal- 
lop. Tromendous arm of war is the 
cavalry! Josephus says that in that host 
that crossed the Red Sea there were fifty 
thousand cavalrymen, PEpaminondas 
rode into battle with 6000 cavalrymen, 
and Alexander with seven thousand. 
Marlborough depended upon his cavalry 
for the trimuph at Blenheim, It was 
notalone the snow that despoiled the 
French armies in retreat from Moscow, 
but the snounted Cossacks. Cavalrymen 
decided the battles of Leuthen and Leip- 
sic and Wingester and Hanover Court 
House and Five Forks, No wonder that 
Miriam was chietly grateful that the 
Egyptian cavalrymen, pursuing the 
Israelities down to mid-way the Red Sea, 
were unsaddled, unstirruped, unhorsed. 
Mariam struck the center of the tambou- 
rine with the full foree of her hand 
when she came to that bar of music, 
“The horse and his rider hath He thrown 
into the sea.” Ah, my friends, it is the 
mounted troubles that most fear, 
The little troubles we can endure, ‘The 
cinder in the eye, the splinter under the 
nail, the thorn in the foot, the social 
slight, the mean fling, the invidious com- 
parison, or the remarks that pub, The 
annoyances and vexations on foot we 
can conquer, but, alas! for the mounted 
disasters, the bereavements, the bank 
ruptc the precautions, the ap 
pallin knesses, that chai up 
on us, na it were, up 
lifted battleaxe or 
thunderbolt of pow Phere 
among my hearers or render 
bad a whole regiment of mount disa 
ing upon them, But fear not 
matiest horse-fly the neck of 
Pharaoh's war charger, passing between 
the crystal palisades of the upheaved 
Red Sea, was not more easily drowned 
by the falling waters than the fifty thon- 
sand helmeted and plumed riders 
backs of the fifty thousand neighing 
oued war chargers 
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The Red Sea before may be 
deep and the Egy ptian cavalry behind us 
may be well mounted, but if we trust the 
Lord, we will go through no more hurt 
by the water then whoén in boyhood we 
rolled our garments to the knee and bare 
foot crossed the meadow brook on the 
old homestead, The odds may seem to 
be all against you, but I guess it will be 
all right with you if you have God on 
your side and all the angelic, cherubic, 
serapbic and archangel kingdoms, ‘If 
God be for you, whocan be against you?’ 
Lay hold of the Lord in prayer, and you 
will go free as did Richard Cecil with 
twenty pounds of missionary money in 
his saddle bags, and the highwaymen 
grabbed his horse by the bridle and told 
him to deliver, and he prayed God for 
safety, and suddenly one of the robbers 
said, ‘‘Mr, Cecil, I once heard you 
preach. Boys, let the gentleman go.” 

But let me criticise Miriam a little for 
the instrument of music she employed in 
the divine service on the sandy beach, 
Why not take some other instrument? 
The harp was asacred instrument, why 
did she not take that? The cymbal was 
asacred instrument, why did she not 
take that? The trumpet was a sacred in- 
strumont, why did she not take that ? 
Amid that great host there must 
been musical instruments used in 
religious service, No. She took 
that which she liked the best, and on 
which she could best express her 
gratulation over a nation’s rescue. first 
through the retreat ol the waves orf 
the Red Sea. and then through the 
clapping of the hands of their destruc- 
tion. So I withdrew my criticism of 
Miriam. Let everyone take her, or his, 
best mode of divine worship and celebra- 
tion. My idea of heaven is that itis a 
lace where we can do as we please and 
nave everything we want. Of course, 
we will do nothing wrong and want 
nothing harmful. 

How much of the material and physi- 
cal will finally make up the heavenly 
world, I know not, but I think Gabriel 
will have his trumpet, and David his 
harp, and Handel his organ, and Thal- 
berg his piano, and the great Norwe- 
gian performer his violin, and Miriam 
her timbrel, and as I cannot make 
music on any of them, I think I will 
move around among all of them and 
listen, But there are our friends of the 
Scotch Covenanter Church, who do not 
like musical instruments at all in divine 
worship, and they need not have them, 
I tell Duncan and McLeod and 
Bruce they need never hear in 
heaven a single string thrum, or a 
single organ roll. We willalldo as we 
please in that radiant place, if through 
the pardoning und sanctifying grace 
of Christ we ever get there. What a 
day it will be when we stand on 
tha haach of huavan, endl leecle back 
on the Red Sea of this world’s 
sin and trouble, and celebrate the fact 
that we have got through, and got 
over, and got up, our sins and troubles 
attempting to follow gone clear down 
under the waves. Oh, crimson floods, 
roll over them, and drown them, and 
drown them forever! What a celebra- 
tion it will be—our resurrected bodies 
blanding on the beach, whose pebbles are 
amethyst and emerald and agate and 
diamonds! What ashaking of hands ! 
“Sing! Sing! Sing ye tothe Lord, for 
He bath triumphed gloriously, the horse 
and his rider hath He thrown into the 
bea,”

DR. BARNARDO'S METHODS. 


The tory of One of Dr, Narnardo's loys 
—Cloae Long Litigation—Some 
Severe “trictures by the Jadges—Mell- 
cious Casuistry—shitty Letters—Who 
Was Mr, Norton of Quebec! 


On May 18, before Mr.* Baron Pollock 
and Mr. Justice Hawkins, the case of the 
Queen'y. Barnardo came up, in which a 
writ of habeas corpus bad been issued for 
the production of a boy named Harry 
Gossage, who had been sent to Dr. 
Barnardo's homes and been by him en- 
trusted to a mun who described hinwelf os 
a Mr. William Norton of Quebec, who 
undertook to adopt him and take him to 
Canada, The writ was originally issued in 
November, 1889, and, the House of Lords hav- 
ing decided that Dr. Barnardo must make a 
return to it, he now submitted an affidavit 
in which he declared he did not know the 
whereabouts of the boy, and that enquiries 
he had mado in Canada had utterly failed 
to lead to his discovery, After prolonged 
argument, and after the affidavit Fad been 
amended, Their Lordships decided that it 
must be accepted asa true return to the 
writ, which"was accordingly discharged. 

Dr, Barnardo's statement. 

The return wasa longone. In it the 
Doctor stated that Harry Gossage was born 
Jan. 8, 1878, at Oldbury, West Bromwich, 
Worcestershire. He was doserted by his 
mother, and hence found his way to the 
Olbam Union Workhouse, near Folke- 
stone, far away from his home. Hence he 
was received into the custody of Dr. Bar- 
nardo through the intervention of the vicar 
of St. Michael’s, Folkestone. This was on 
Sept. 25, 1888, and he continued in the 
Home for Destitute Children till Nov. 16, 
on which date he was handed over to Mr. 
William Nortou of Quebec, who wished to 


adopt him. Since that time the Doctor 
averred he LAG seeu Heilber tue one nor ths 


other, had had no communication with 
them, and did not know of their wherv- 
abouts.

The Mother’a Letter. 
The affidavit further stated that hawing 
informed the mother where the boy was 


she wrote: “I shall be very pleased if you 
will keep my son at the home, as I cannot 
afford to keep bim myself. His two brovh- 
ers are in Canada, I am so badly off that 
I cannot keep him. My husband died six 
years ago.” ¥ 

Later a gentleman wrote saying the 
mother desired the oy should be sent to a 
Catholic Home, to -hich the Doctor replied 
that the rules of the home prevented his 
complying with the request. 

Hence the prolonged litigation and the 
expenditure of thousandsof pounds on each 
side. The case has »eon mentioned in both 
Houses of Parliament and discussed in all 
the religious papers in the Old Land. 

The Dortor'sa Methods, 

Dr, Barnardo did not show to advantage 

in the cross-examination as to his return. 


He had toadmit that, although he had a 
three hours’ inverview with Mr, Norton, ho 
made no enquiries as to his bona fides. He 
accepted his statement that he was from 
Quebec, but never verified it; did not even 
ask for his card. Mr. Norton had a letter 
of introduction from “a well-known Pres- 
byterian minister,” whose name the Doctor 
did not know and had forgotten. 

Their Lordships expressed themselves 
very strongly as to parting with a boy to a 
stranger without any onquiry, and consent- 
ed to the return being amended thus: ‘A 
man describing himself as a Mr. William 
Norton of Quebec.” 

Dr, Barnurdo'’s Uncandid Lotters, 

In giving judgment Mr. Baron Pollock 
said the question was whether the returo 
made by Dr. Barnardo was true in fact. It 
stated that Dr. Barnardo handed over the 
boy toa person was described himeelf as 
‘Mr, William Norton of Quebec. Then a 
correspondence took place, in which a cer- 
tain amount of casuistry and want of good 
faith was shown in not stating that the boy 
was gone, but onthe contrary implying 
that ho was stiliatthehome. And further 
there were circumstances of suspicion. Bu 
he thought Poth ol a the ay 
had been part with, and se (. 
stances of cinwalde were expMinable by 
this—that Dr, Barnardo had a bad-opinion 
of the mother, and desired so to part wil 
the boy that he should not be traced, and 
so that if the mother should desire to get 
hold of her child she could not dose. ‘This 
rather tended to show that the return was 
true than that it was untrue, The opinion 
entertained of the conduct of Dr. Barnardo 
by the judges and Law Lords was that his 
letters were uncandid, 

The Hoy Never Was to His Legal Custody, 

Mr. Justico Hawkins concurred, He 
said the boy never was logally in tho cus. 
tody of Dr. Barnardo, as the mother had 
not been referred to. Tho letters from tho 
Home were shifty, and there was ap at- 
tompt to conceal that the boy had been 
sont away. And how was the boy parted 
with? Under circumstances most extra- 
ordivary—to a porson of the name of Nor- 
ton from Canada—a person perfectly un- 
knowa, without enquiry of anybody, with- 
out even asking for an addroas, without 
asking where tho boy was to besent, There 
was no evidence of Mr. Norton's existence, 
and for anything that was known thero was 
no auch person, and the boy nover went to 
Canada atall. Still, His Lordship came to 
the conclusion that the returo was true.

tice, arrived in Toronto last ovening in 
chargo of Detective Slemin, having volun- 
tarily surrendered himself to officers of jus- 
tice at El Pawo, Texas, proforring to ‘‘suffer 










& punishment that has an end to a punish 
moot that is unending.”’ The third Cana 
diau who has been oxtradited during the 
past couple of months will bow his head be- 
fore the bar of justioe, and with feelings of 
humiliation plead guilty to the embezzling 
of $12,000 of the funds entrusted to his 
Care. 

It wos not tho lithe and vivacious 
accountant of a year ago that returned with 
Detective Slemin and Inspector Hay. It 
was the remorseful criminal, whose facial 
foatures betrayed agonizing remorse over 
tho porpetration of his crime. The 
flash in his oyes has disappeared, his 
shoulders have bocome stooped, and 
he stopped from the train at the Union 
Station like a man in the dark, who could 
see no hope and joy in the future. 

*‘My life is wrecked,” and these words 
he spoke came like a nightmare to him, 
who appeared as if he could hardly realize 
his own condition. He drow himself up 
and endeavored to conceal the heavy sigh 
that could not be concealed. A fow 
minutes later he was en route to head- 
qurters to be locked up with other malefac- 
tors, but of a more vulgar species. 

Mysteriously Pyke dlaxwrsated and mys- 
teriously he returned. Where he had been 
aud what hedid was told in this paper of 
Tuesday last, His life in Kansas City from 
Oct, 18, 1892, to May 19, 1893, when he 
fled from his lodgings at 1313 Park- 
avenue, in the Missouri capital in conse- 
quence of receiving a ‘tip’ that detectives 
were after him is sufficiently familiar to 
the reader, With the last of his money he 
boarded a train, intending to cross over 
into Mexico, An avenging conscienco, 
however, was at work, The pangs ot re- 
morse became so great that he made up his 
mind that any punishment he could receive 
would be trifling with that he was suffer. 
ing as fugitive and an outcast. Whenthe 
train arrived at El Paso, Texus, therefore, 
he went to the Chief of Police and told him 
who he was and surrendered. Chiof 
Grasett was notifled and Detective Slemin 
left for El Paso on Friday, May 26. He 
arrived at El Paso on May 30. Upon 
seeing Slomin Pyke at once consented to 
return without waiting for oxtradition 
papers, and next day detective and prisoner 
atarted on the return journey of 2000 odd 
miles, arriving here last evening, 

Pyko will probably be arraigned at the 
Police Court this morning,and the fact that 
ho vcluntarily surrendered himself is evi- 
dence that he will plead guilty. He-has no 
money left; and, in fact, took very little 
Away with him, tho greater amount of tho 
sum which he embezzled haying been lost in 
speculations while he was employed at his 
desk in the bank here,

MonTREAL, June 5.—The ateamer Bon 
Esprit, with 50 persons on board, had a 
narrow escape from being dushed to pieces 
in the Lachine Rapids yesterday afternoon. 
The Bon Esprit runs between Lachine and 
the Indian village of Caughnawaga, across 
the river. To reach tho other side tho boat 
has to go up the river and then drop down. 

When out in the centre of the stream 
some of the boat's machinery gave way, 
and she commenced to drift rhielplensiy 
toward the head of the rapids.

The fire was caused by lightning in tho 
worst storm ever experienced in Omaha. 

For six hours the rain descended in tor- 
rents and the lightning never ceased. Tele- 
phone and telegraph wires are burned out, 
collars flooded in almost every part of the 
cityand it is estimated that $100,000 worth 
of damage has been done to property.

MonTREAL, June The most fearful 
tragedy in the annals of Missiaquoi County 

courred seven miles from thie point Friday 
night, or early next morning 
Mra. Edy, his wife and their 
Emma, aged 20, were found 
their farmhouse at Black Ridge, 
miles from Clarenceville, After the murder 
had committed the eet 
fire to the dwelling aad the neighbors, who 
wore attracted to the spot by the flames, 
found the three dead bodies, which wore at 
once removed. 

As yot there is no clue to the murderors 
Thore in little doubt but that the primary 
intention of the unknown murderers was 
robbery, and this led to the sequel whic h 
bas sent 
throughout the whole district, In support 
of the robbery theory it may be stated that 
when the dead bodies were romoyv 
ed, around Mrs Edy's hand 
found a rubber band, which 
neighbors say was similar to one which she 
carried on her purao, The position of the 
band indicated that it had been siipped 
from cff the purse, probably in response to 
the robbers’ demand for money. The sequel 
to thie act of Mra. Edy’s may nover be de 
tailed, but the finding of the dead bodies 
shows that it was followed by aseries of 
most brutal murders The intensest 
excitement prevails in the neighbor hood 
of Beach Ridge, and people are flock 
ing to the soone of the murder 
from Bedford, Clarenoeville and other ad- 
jacent places 

Coroner Mitchell of Bedford has gone to 
Beach Ridge and is holding an investiga- 
tion this afternoon. 

Omri Edy, the murdered man, was 70 
yeara of nage, hia wifs, formerly a Mins 
Bush, being about 62, They wero one of 
the oldest families residing in that part of 
the country. They came from United Em- 

ire Loyalist stock, Mr. Edy's grandfather 
aving sottled there in the early part of the 
century. Mr, Edy wasanindependent, well-to- 
do farmer and possoasod considerablemeans, 
being the owner of two faygis, He was o 
highly respected man, and was one of the 
fathers of the Methodist church in Clar- 
eneoville, The late Mra, Edy was a kind 
woman, while Miss Edy was a well-edu 
eated young woman, held in great esteem by 
all who knew her. 

The residence wae situated on Beach 
Ridge, a beautiful country road leading 
from Clarenceville to Albany Springs, Vt. 
The house stood about three miles from 
Clarenceville and two from the bound- 
ary line. It was one of the 
pretty farm residences which are so nuiner 
ous in that section. It was of wood, and 
fronting it was a shaded lawn. It could be 
seen for quite a distance, being on the brow 
of the hill near the lake, On the cast the 
farm Jands slope down to Missiaquoi Lake. 
The farmer employed by Mr. Edy lived in 
another house about 100 yards away with 
his family The bulk of the product of 
these two farms was hay, which was some- 
times hold until spring to be sold at a 
higher price. 

‘There ia a good deal ot local traffic on 
this road, leading as it does between Ver- 
montand Canada. Tho locality has always 
borne a very high reputation and is almost 
wholly populated by people of [nglish 
descont. Asarule, they retire very early 
in the evening and are onrly risers. A 
married daughter of Mra, Edy, Mrs. Bert 
Hawley, lives near Plattsburg, N.Y. She 
was the eldest child, while the murdered 
daughter was theyoungest, Oneson, Mr. H,O. 
Edy, is in businessat Montreal, 160 McGill- 
street, ‘The news was broken to him this 
morning. He will go out this ovening. 
Teams ure to be seen on this road at all 
times of night. The coroner of the dis- 
trict, Dr. H. E. Mitchall, resides at Bed- 
ford, some 16 miles from the scene of the 
murder, There is no apparatus to fight fire 
within or around Clarenoeville. It isa 
prohibition parish, as well as Alburg, Vt., 
adjoining it, The nearest neighboring 
house to tho Edy place is about 300 yards

Mr. H. O, Edy, son ofthe murdered father 
and mother, manutacturer’s agent, McGill- 
street, recoived a telegram this morning 
advising him of the murder of his futher, 
and later on avother message announcing 
the murder of the other members of his 
family. The terrible state of mind into 
which this intelligence threw Mr. Edy can 
only be imagined. As soon as he had par- 
tially recovered from the stunning effects of 
the shock he proceeded to Mr. Carpenter's 
officeand engaged two detectives, with 
whom be will set out to endeavor 
Of the outrage. Mr. Edy is supposed to have 
been shot aud Mrs and Mise Edy had their 
throats cut. The house was set on fire to 
cover up the crime, but was discovered by 
the neighbors in time to take out the bodies. 
A man has been arrested on suspicion of 
being connected with the murder. His name 
has not transpired as yet.

hand went up, whether mechanioally or 
premeditatedly, I cannot say, agalost re- 
ducing Mr. Meagher’s salary. 

We are Informed, jn Town Talk, that 
‘‘Meagher receives $8,67 per week" ($450 
per year), but this fs not the whole case, 
He has been. getting, besides thie, three 
tons of coal, and 1 am told that he taxes 
those who renb the olty hall occasionally 


one dollar each time, and over and above 


this he receives $35 dollars a year as care- 
taker(I think) of another building near the 


olty hall, and to cap the ollmax the clby 
furnishes him with a workshop whereln, it 
{s estimated, he earns from $150 to $200 a 
year; so that, take all together, Mr, Meagher 
must be reoelving for his time In the neigh- 
borhood of $700 per annum, 
told that he recelves fifteen dollars a year 
for another little service he renders, but ab 
present I am nob ceria'n of this. 
fancy some of Mr. Meagher’s friends will 
remark that ‘we have nothing to do with 
what he earns outelde of what he recelyes 
for his duties as clty janitor.”

Mr. Chamberlain, leader of the Liberal- 
Unionists, said that the acceptance of this 
amendment would tend to satisfy those 
opposing the bill but favoring local self- 
government, ([Ironical cheers. } 

Mr. Morley, Chief Seoretary for Ireland, 
opposed the amendment. 

Mr. Gladatone said the Government in- 
tended that the appointment of judges in 
Ireland should remain in the hands of the 
Sovereign, but the Irish Government could 
not be prevented from making recommenda- 
tions. 

John J. Clancy, Parnellite for North 
Dublin County, protested that his party 
would not bind themselves to accept Glad- 
stono’s suggestion. This wasa question for 
Treland to decide. 

The amendment was rejected by a vote of 
291 to 255.

GLASGOW MARKET GLUTTED. 


Lungs of One Canadian Animal Arouse 
the Inspectors’ Suspicions, 

Lonpon, June 6.—Shippers of Canadian 
oattlo appear to be poor hands at their 
business’ The Glasgow market has been 
gluttod for weeks past, and in consequence 
prices have fallen £3 to £5 a head, but 
cattle continue to be poured in in such 
numbers that, although additional slaughter- 
ing accommodation has been improvised, 
the wharves are blocked and ruinous delays 
continue to occur, 

It is now said, with some show of author- 
ity, that the restristions on the importation 
of Canadian cattle will not be removed for 
six or eight weeks to come, although ao far 
the extremely industrious Board of Agri- 
culture inspectors have been able to find 
only one suspicious case among the slaugh- 
tered animals. 

The lungs of the suspected animal have 
been brought to London and are being sub- 
jected to all manner of teats, but it is con- 
fidently believed that no trace of pleuro- 
pneumonia will be found. 


THE ANGLO-RUSSIAN AGREEMENT. 


Regarded as nm Strong Argument Against 
U.S, Behring Sen Claims, 


Panis, June 6.—The British members of 
the Bebrivg Sea arbitration tribunal re- 
gard the conclusion of the Anglo-Russian 
agreement as to sealing during 1893 as a 
strong argument against the American 
claim of exclusivo rights in the sea to the 
exclusion of the British. 

Great Britain's representatives are de- 
termined to abide by their interpretation 
of the arbitration treaty.

Toroxto, June 6.—Yesterday a meeting 
of the Ceutral Committee of the McCarthy- 
ites was held, when a league with the 
follo wits, objects as a platform was for- 
mali§ orgonized: 

i To promote suoh Tariff Reform as 
wi 

(a) [lieve the consumers and ospecially 
the agricultural and wage-earning classes 
from the burden of taxation that they are 
now beuring in consequence of excessive 
protection, 

(b) Kvectually and speedily accomplish 
the downfall of the combinations and trusts 
which have been created amongst many 
manufacturers, whereby competition is pro- 
hibited and monopolies flourish. 

(c) And give the preference, wherever 
practicable, to the Mother Land, and alao 
to such countries, and more especially the 
United State’, as are willing to join with us 
in tair trade relations. 

2. To prevent in the establishing of pro- 
vinces in the Territories any enactment of 
any organic law which would recognize any 
racialfdistinction or privilege, and to secure 
the carly repeal of the dual language clause 
in the Northwest Territories Aet. 

A To insist in the matter of education, 
w far as the subject is within the control of 
the Parliament of Canada, that the pro- 
vinces shall have exclusive authority; that 
no sectarian system shall bo forced upon a 
Poe by Dominion legislation; and to 

urther insist on the abolition of the pro- 
vision requiring the establishment of Sepa- 
rate Schools in the Territories. 

4. To oppose any interference by the 
Government or Parliament of Canada in the 
Public School law of the Province of Mani- 
toba, the constitutionality of which has been 
conclusively settled by the Judicial Com- 
wittee of the Privy Council. 

5. To require in the readjustment of the 
constituencies that the distribution of seats 
shall as far os practicable be based on equal- 
ity of population, county and oity boundar- 
ies being taken as tho natural limita of 
electoral districts, with equitable divisions 
thereof where the population entitles the 
city or county to twoor more representa- 
tives, 

Tho following offieers have been elected: 
President, Mr. D’Alton McCarthy, QC., 
M.P.; permanent chairman of central com- 
mittee, Mr. Edward D. Armour, Q.C.; 
secretary-treasurer, Mr. W. G. Fee. 

Au executive and finance committee were 
elected. 

Representatives from London, Kingston, 
Cardwell, West York, North Simcoe, the 
four electoral divisions of Toronto, and 
other places have been elected to the Cen- 
tral Committee, which will be composed of 
delegates from branches of the association 
to be formed throughout the country

Trenton, N.J., June 6.—Charles Rioh- 
mond, an acronaut, 35 years old, from 
Springfield, Ill, madea 3000-foot ascension 
here to-day and lost his life.

The victims were all dressed when they 
wore killed, oxcept that the father nad 


both shoes off and the daughter had one 
shoe off. 
The father had a bullet hole over the 


right brow. The mother had beon ahor 
ust below the bridge of the nose, oxaotly 
Kehween the eyes, and had a ghastly out on 
the throat extending fromear toear. Both 
of these appeared to have died without a 
atruggle. ‘The old man’s faco was pear efual; 
thore was almost a smile upon that of the 
aged mother. 

It was very different with the daugh 
ter. Sho was a woman of medium 
hoight and of vory powerful physique, 
an the appearances indicated that 
she had mado ao terrible struggle 
for life. Both eyes were blackened and 
badly bruised. Tho bridge of tho noso was 
smashed and pounded in apparently by re- 
poated blows Fon some heavy instrumont, 
and over the left eyebrow the skull was 
deeply indonted as if by somo motallio sub 
atanoe, 

Her throat was also cut from ear to car, 
as her mother’s had been, Tho palms of 
her hands wore bruised and chafed The 
back ot the left hand was swollen and dia- 
colored, as if it had received one of tho 
blows intended for the head. On one finger 
was atubber band which had been used to 
secure a purse, Tho daughter's purse, how- 
ever, was missing. The old gentleman's 
right hand trousers pocket was turned in- 
side out, but his purse was in his loft, 
There also remained the silver watch he 
usually oarried about the farin 

In the ruins there was found a jack- 
knife 6 1-2 inches long. Tho handle, which 
had been of bone or wood, was burnt off, 
The blade, which was about 31-4 inches 
long, was straight on the back, but tho 
edge was worn and tapered toa point, a8 
if from repeated sharpening. ‘This waa 
undoubtedly the instrument used on the 
throats of the women, The edyes of the 
wounds were not smooth, as if cut with a 
razor, but jaggedand rough,and the incision 
varied in depth. The windpipe of both 
mother and daughter had been severed. 
There were no further signs of violence. 
Later there was discovered a second , bul- 
let wound in the old gentleman's ciast, 

The tact that the victims were dressed 
shows that the crime was committed the 
previous night. 

The murderer or murderers must have re 
mained in the house all night, becauso the 
firo was discovered at 4.45 on Saturday 
morning in the summer kitchen, As this 
was of wood, it burned with great rapidity, 
and, therefore, the fire could not have been 
under way long before it was noticed. 

The consenaus of opinion is that the mur- 
derer met Mr. Edy alone in the dining- 
room, where the bodies. were found, that 
he had a few words with him and shot him 
dead as ho sat in bis chair at some distance 
to the south of the door. It is supposed 
that Mrs. and Miss Edy were in the bed- 
room to the north end when they heard 
shots, entered and attempted to escape 
through the door on the west, but the mur- 
derer stepped in and shot the mother and 
clubbed the daughter. 

There is much doubt yet as to 
the motive was revenge or robbery. 

At the inquest two witnesses swore that 
a young Frenchmannamed Fort, or Laforgo, 
had made threats against the Edys. Ford 
had once been a tenant of Edys, but had 
been evicted. A constable was sont after 
him to Swanton, Vermont. He was ar- 
rested Saturday afternoon, but casily 
proved an alibi. 

Thore was silverware in the house, but a 
large lump of molten silver was found in 
the ruins. The object of the crime and the 
perpetrators of it are still therefore a 
myastery.* 


DELIBERATELY SHOT HIMSELF. 


The Boy Who Disappeared From Havo- 
look Committed Sutoide. 

HaAve.ock, June 6.—The mystery at- 
tending tho disappearance of the boy Giles 
has been cleared up, Last night, after 
searching for four days, his body was found 
in a swamp with three revolver wounds in 
his breast. 

There is every indication that he doe 
liberately planned his own death, His 
goat and vost, neatly folded, were laid upon 
an adjacont stump together with his 
mouthorgan, Close by his body lay a 36 
calibre Colt’s revolver with three empty 
chambers.

HELD FOR BERTHA'S MURDER. 


Jose Correiro Formally Charged 
Killing Miss Manchester. 


With 


Fart River, Mass., June 7,—Jose Cor- 
reiro, the Portuguese who is believed to 
have murdered Bertha M. Manchester, was 
arraigned yesterday beforo Judge John 
J. McDonough in the Second District Court. 

Through the interpreter he entered a plea 
of not guilty and announced himself ready 
for trial. Assistant Marshal Flect asked 
for a continuance on the part of the Goy- 
ernment, 48 many important witnesses were 
in New Bedford attending the Borden trial 
The caso was continued until Thursday, 
Juno 15. 

The courtroom was crowded with spec- 
tators, all anxious to obtain a glimpse of 
the prisoner. He was pale and haggard 
and evidently fully realized 
Hie case was the first called, and an inter- 
preter translated to the prisoner the long 
charge. He listened attentively throughout 
its reading and at its Sheckanton smiled 
faintly and pleaded not guilty. Upon the 
Government's request for a continuance the 
prisoner was committed without bail to 
await bis trial. Manuel Souci, the principal 
witness for the Government, was held in 
$2000 bonds.

SAGE’S SHIELD CLAIMED 850,000. 


For Being Made na Physical Wreck By a 
Dynamite Thrower 


New York, June 7.—Trial of W. R. 
Laidlaw’s suit against Russell Sage for 
$50,000 damages was finished yesterday in 
Part IJ. of the Supreme Court, before 
Justice Andrews. 

Laidlaw has been a olerk for Banker John 
Bloodgood for 20 years, and alleges that 
when Dynamiter Norcross threw his bomb 
on the floor of Sage’s offico, Dev. 4, 1891, 
the financier used the clerk os a shield to 
protect himself. 

Sage camo out of the explosion with very 
slight injuries. Laidlaw’s whole body was 
punctured with splinters of wood, nails, 


lass and even bits of the carpet bag 
n which the bomb thrower carried his 
dynamite, 


After the whole of the evidence had been 
heard the court eaid that many of the al- 
leged injuries to the plaintiff were directly 
caused by the explosion and would have 
beon received if the plaintiff had not been 
moved. Plaintiff had not proved that the 
other injuries were the result of the actipn 
of Sige, and the complaint was therefore 
dismissed,

New Brprorn, June 8 \ eaterday the 
Government unfolded for tho first time the 
coils which it has propared for the parpos 
of crushing Lizzie Borden As tho dark 
links wore revealed with theunsympathetio, 
oven cruel positivenoss of tho District At- 
tornuy oven tho spectators shuddered, while 


the prisoner's overwrought nervos for the 
first time sought relief in oblivion 
As the cold, hard facts were systema- 


tically arrayed againat her, the courtroom 
was still as death, Every breath was 
hushod, every nerve tingled, She leaned 
forward with anxiety depicted upon her 
countenance, drinking in every word, al- 
though cach seomed a dagger striking ber 
life itself. It was terrible arraignment, 
Even Lizzio Bordon’s friends admitted that 
fact. It was oxparte, to be sure, but if 
thero aro witnesses to Facts what tho 
district attorney claime: there is very 
damning evidence to be oxplained away. 

The longest link in the chain os prosent- 
od yesterday was the atatement that on the 
morning after Mayor Coughlin had inform- 
od Lizzie that she waa suspected of the 
crime, she burned a dross which she claimed 
had been stained with paint. 

Mias Russell, her bosom friend, was with 
her when she did this, She urged Mies 
Borden not to burn the dress, but the latter 
heeded not her adyice. Now she must 
prove that those stains wore of paint and 
not of blood. Can she do it? 

Then the Government hasin ite posses- 
sion the head of a hatchet whioh fits oxact- 
ly the wounds which wero found on the 
heads of the murdered people. That 
hatchet was flourished full in the face of 
the prisoner, Then the District Attorney 

rabbed up a bag containing two big ob- 
jects that rattled ominously. Thoso ob- 
jects were the skullsof the viotims of the 
murder, When thoy clinked together 
Lizzie Borden's nerves could no longer with- 
stand the strain. She fainted, and im- 
mediately the court was in an uproar, 

Fora moment it looked as though she 
had sucoumbed to apoplexy. She paled for 
a few seconds, then the blood rushed to her 
face, until the veins stood out like whip- 
cords and a purpleish hue overspread her 
countenance. Rey. Mr. Jubb, who sat close 
by, quickly placed in her hand a bottle of 
smelling salts, but it fell to the floor, from 
which it was rescued and applied to her 
nostrils. Mr, Kirby vigorously fanned her, 
while Mr. Jubb and Deputy Sheriff Butman 
of the court supported her so that she 
might not fall to the floor. Presently she 
began to recover, and after water had been 
applied and drank she came to her full 
consciousness, 

A Terrible Arraigomont 

It was tho first time sho had been brought 
face to faco with the horror of her position. 
If guilty, she has acted as though confident 
of having covered all tracks that might 
connect her with the crime. On the other 
hand, her actions have betokened a con- 
sciousness of innocence upon which she de- 
pended for acquittal. Ot course, the more 
fact that she fainted will be subjected to 
radically opposite construction. But the 
story as told by District Attorney Moody 
was terrible cnuugh to cause any woman in 
Lizzie Borden's position to faint. Whether 
guilty or innocent, her life depends upon 
her ability to break down that terrible 
arraignment of seeming fact. 

The eminent counsel for the defence look 
serious. Itisto be a hard struggle. The 
Governmont, apparently, is secure in the 
possession of its facts, and has added but 
one piece of really new testimony, for the 
ax and the burned dress have alroady been 
1inted at as having been presented to the 
grand jury. Itis well to remomber that 
the ax was very rusty; and, more important 
slill, that it was covered with ashes adher- 
iog lightly to its surface. District Attor- 
ney Moody's allusion to the hatchet was 
more in the way of insinuation than direct 
statement. He said: 

“On the day of the homicide the hoad of 
a hatchet without the handle, or least a 
small fragment of it, was in a certain place 
and upon the blade was a fine dust of nshios, 
On tho Monday following the hatchet was 
taken away and placed in custody. Onthe 
head of the hutchet is rust, uniform in its 
extent on all parte—rust that might have 
got on the blade by exposure to night dew 
while lying onthe grass. Professor Wood 
will show you that blood on hatchets thus 
covered could be offectively removed by 
submission to water soon after a homicide,

THE EDY MURDERS 


Suspects Under Survelllance and 
portant Developments Expected, 


Im- 


MontTREAD, Que., June 8,—The Quebeo 
Government ins offered a reward of $1000 
for the detection of the murderers of the 
Edy family at Beach Ridge, and the family 
offers a reward of $400. 

No arrests have been made, but several 
parties are under surveillance and impor- 
tant developments are expected to take 
place in the next few days. 

Detective Douglass of Montreal is on tho 
scene of the tragedy working up any clues 
that may be obtained. He is very roticent, 
however, and appears to be much puzzled. 
It ia thought by some that the crime was 
the work of persons intimately acquainted 
with the murdered family, who had money 
transactions with Mr, Edy. It is given ont 
that tho old gentloman was io the habit of 
lending money to a considerable extent, 
and hence the inurder is thought to be the 
work of some person or persons who had a 
financial interest in getting him out of the 
way. If this were the case, and the mur- 
ders were committed early in the evening, 
the idea of netting fire to the homestead 
may have been an afterthought, Mr. H, O. 
Edy, the son of the murdered man, wired 
yesterday to the Attorney-General asking 
that actin be taken. 


DISASTROUS FIRE AT FARGO. 





895 Buildings Burned and 
People Homeless, 


Over 2000 


Faroo, N.D., June 8.—During a heavy 
wind fire broke out here at 2 p.m, and the 
whole city is threatened. ‘Two hundred 
and twenty-five business houses and resi- 
denees are burned. 

Twenty-two hundred people will bo mado 
homeless, 

The fire is not yot under control. 

At 11 p.m, the city of Fargo is still in 
flames and the mammoth blaze is being 
blown by a terrific wind. The fire is com- 
pletely beyond control and seems sure to 

urn all the buildings along the river front. 

The loss already reaches at least $2,000,- 
000, The bridges between Moorehead and 
Fargo have been burned and all telegraphic 
commiunication is cut off. 

Aasistance has arrived at the scene from 
Grand Forka and Duluth, and Cookston 
have been asked for help. 

The fire departments of the latter towns, 
however, can be of no assistance to-night 
as they must reach the scene by making a 
long detour and cross the Red River at East 
Grand Forks. 

James J. Hil] has just telegraphed from 
St. Paul ordering the immediate opening of 
the Grand Pacific Hotel for the use of the 
hundreds of homeless people.in Fargo. 

Many firemen have Beck injured, some of 
them seriously, but no names can be seour- 
ed owing to the confusion which reigns 
every where, 

MINNEAVOLIS, June 8.—A special from 
Moorehead, Minn., says: Half Fargo is in 
ashes. The fire started at 3 o'clock in a 
restaurant on Second-street. A atrong 
wind was blowing. At4o'clock the fire 
had reached the Great Northern track, 10 
blocks north, gutting the entire district for 
three blocks east to Broadway. 

A strong fight was made to prevent the 
flames crossing to the west side of Broad- 
way, but by 4 0’clock they had crossed in 
several places, Telegraph wires are all 
burned, so that it 1s impossible to reach 
Grand Forks or Hillsboro to ask for help. 

Probably 2000 people aro homeloss. 

The fire had just crossed the river to the 
Moorehead side of the Fargo roller mills, 
which will burn. Among tho principal 
firms already burned aro: Hersean, dry- 
goods; Cranes’ restaurant, Magill, farm 
machinery; Northern Pacitic elevator build- 
ings, Western Union office, Morton, real 
estate; Red River Valley 
Bank, The Daily Forum, 
Merchants’ Stato Bank, Opora 
BE. S. Vyler, real estate; Plano McCor 
mick, Waiccr A, Woods, Minnesota Chief, 
Deering ond John Deer, implement ware.

THE IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


TRISH MEMHERS PROTEST AGAINST 
OBSTRUCTION 


The Conservatives and Liberal-Unionials 
Support the Government on an Ameond- 
ment to Prevent the Irish Legislature 


Venling With Loimigration aod Allens 


Loxpow, June 8.—In the House of Com- 
mons Irish mombers of both factions 
took ground against any further yielding to 
enemies of Home Rule. 

Sir John Broderick, Financial Secretary 
to the War Office in Lord Salisbury's Cabi- 
net, offered an amendment to prevent the 
Irish Legislature from denling with the 
question of immigration and the rights of 
aliens, and from exercising the right to 
expel aliens from the country. 

The Governm: t finaly accepted the 
amendment, Iris: Chief Secretary Mor- 
ley suggesting that it could not be met 
by inserting the word ‘aliens’ after ‘‘ulien- 
age” in sub-section 6 of clause 3. 

Mr. Broderick assented to Mr. Morloy's 
suggestion, whereupon Tim Healy, Nation- 
alist, earnestly provested. 

Mr. Healy said the proposed amendment 
might cause great embarrassment to tho 
Irish Governme: . For inetance, the 
workhouse at Cork was constantly charged 
with pauper aliens from America. With 
the amendment about aliens adopted tho 
Irish Goverament could take no steps to 
abate the evil. 

Thomas Sexton, Nationalist, 
against the amendment. 

Mr. Gladstone appealed to the Irish 
membors not to ej) nose the amendment, as 
it merely insured at Imperia! obligations 
should be confined within Imperial eon- 
trol. 

The amendment oarried 328 to 139. The 
Irish Nationalists and many Liberals voted 
against the Gover:.ment, while all the Oon- 
servatives and Liboral- Unionists supported 
tho Government. 

The words as such” were also inserted 
after some further disoussion, so that the 
sub-section now provides that the Irish 
Legislature is debarred from pee in 
respect to ‘treason, treason-felony, alien- 
age, aliens as such, or naturalization.” 

Mr. L. H. Courtney, Liberal-Unioniet 
member for Bodmin, Cornwall, moved to 
expunge the trade and quarantine restric- 
tions in sub-section 7 of clause 3. 

Mr, Gladstone o; posed the amendment. 
He admitted that there was « large demand 
in Ireland for the control of external trade, 
but the Irish members of Parliament accept- 
ed the clause. 

Mr. Parnell bad once mentioned the 
prospect of Ireland adopting the protective 
policy, but he wit) rew that suggestion in 
accepting the Hom Rule billof 1886. Pub- 
lic opinion in Ireland endorsed his course. 
(Nationalist cheers. ] c 

The Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain said 
that whether desirable or otherwise it 
would be the inevitable consequence of 
Home Rule that Ireland would control ex- 
ternal trade, 

Discussion ended by the closure and Mr. 
Courtney's amendmont was negatived with- 
out a division.

Av August sun was boating down on 
Strathboro’. Tho little town worea strange 
aspoot. An Intelligent bird coming from 
afar, and flyiog over houses, yards and 
gardons, might have roalizod somothing 
quoor In the look of thing». 

Che equare surrounding the court house 
and Hned with shops was utterly dosorted ; 
the shop shutters were generally up, and 
the court house which had no shutters, 
showed no nood of them Iu many a shatter- 
od palin of glass, whioh gave io an alr of 
dograded desolation, Both in the square 
and beyond, woods and weeds overgrow, In 
a disordorly squalid way, many an anac 
customed spot, The ample gardens be 
hind tho houses were a bangle of laxurtant 
untrained growths; tho asparagus-beds 
flang out their feathory follage {in groat 
spreading marsos, and against them the 
fronweed and ragweed aud Jamestown weed 
grew tall and lusty, and among those 
climbed wild morniog-glorios, Atone aide, 
perbeps, would bow little patch of caltl: 
vated ground, where a fow oweet potatoes 
anda little corn tcok up moad of the 
room, 

Not a man was to be seen anywhere, but 
now and again a eonbonnotred woman, or

Inside the hcuses, or on thelr shaded 
goliorios, groups, still altogothor feminine, 
wore gathered, talking with on alr carlous- 
ly uniting Mstloosners and rentlessness, 
apathy and anxloby. 

Tho truth wae, they had spocial immed 

ate cause for fear, but thoy suffured so long 
and eo muo’ fo atmilar ways that io many 
tho cspacity for kyon feeling was blanted, 
Yot they wou'd have told you they svtferod 
none the lox becaose they suffered 
dally. 
It was 1863, Tho Federal forces under 
General Paine were in porsoesion of this 
part of Tennessee, and their headquarters 
were at Tullahoma, not fifteen miles 
awpy. 

Strathboro’ had been woll stripped of 
men for many a day, even the fourteen and 


fiftoon-yoar old boys were away fighting ; | 


but ontil this miorolog a few male persons 
were to be seen about, and usually they 
wore old or sick or deformed, the aight was 
a comfort to womankind, Rightly or wrong- 
ly, they now Involuntarily felt as never be- 
fore the superiori'y of the domirating eex ; 
1b was they who were figh Ing oa» thie war, 
and even the least awe Inspiring wan repre- 
sented the power that carrled fate iu ite 
hand. And now, to-dey, here they wero 
left without aman—awhite man that ls—in 
Strathboro’, No,nob literally without one; 
Unclo Billy Oaldwell, aged 82, still sat ab 
home In his big chair, quivering and be- 
wildered, and Blossier, the Frenchman, was 
also left behind. 

This peculiar state of things was brought 
about by General Palne In bis efforts to 
stop sudden rebel ralés upon his bridges, 
railroads, and telegraph wires. Thess at- 
tacks wore always mde, ond the offetdors 
gone, before punfahment could reech them 
and uudor Freeh provcostion,Geniral Paine 
had conceiy-d the !dea of holding the few 
remaining and helpless male citizens of 
Strathboro’ respousible for the doings of 
the noldlers he could nobcatch. And this 
morning an armod rquad had descended 
upon the dishoartened ittle town, and 
marched offto Tullahoma the lame, the 
hale, andthe biind. Falataff's army wasa 
robust body compared to this handful of 
matinous spirits. 

Unole Billy Caldwell was not only eighty- 
two, but he welghed noarly three hundred 
pounds ; if taken, he was obviously sure to 
die on the way, and that would Inevitably 
cause some delay and Inoonvenlence, ao it 
was plainly discreet thathe be left behind; 
but as to the Frenchman, there was no 
local reason forthe leniency shown him ; 
it was simply that tho Anglo-Saxen con- 
querora had, In common with the Anglo- 
Sexon conquered, sodesp a feeling of his 
fore/gnoess that he seemed outside of human- 
kind. The question of taking him to 
Tullaboma was dismissed with ao grin, as lb 
might have been had 1» referred to one of 
Uncle Billy’s anclent hounds, Bub old 
Blossler naturally took no such view of the

New Broronp, Mass., June 9,—At the 
continuation of the Borden marder trial 
Abraham G. Hart testified that he talked 
with Mr, Borden at 9,30 on the morning of 
the murder, and by other witnesses his 
movements were traced up to 10.30 o'clock, 

Bridget Sullivan was the noxt witness 
called. She was the Bordens’ servant, She 
She said she 
was with the Bordons two years up to 
nine months ago. There was po other 
help about the house, After Borden de- 
cided not to keep a horse any longer 
the barn was not used for anything. 
She remembored the visit of Mr. Moras to 
the house on tho Wednesday before the 
murder, The day before, on Wednesday 
morning, she met Dr. Bowen at the front 


door, She got home at 10.05 o'clock that 
night. Thoro wasa lamp burning in tho 
hall, where it had been left for hor, She 
found the back door locked when sho 


returned, Sho locked it when she came in. 
There were two spring locks and a bolt on 
it, all of which she used in making the door 
secure, It was always so. 

Mrs. Borden was tho first of the house- 
hold to come downstairs that fata! morning. 
Mr. Borden, she said, was the next to 
appear. When Borden started to go out- 
side through the screen door after he first 
came downstaira that morning the screen 
door was fastened, Borden passed out and 
into the barn, 

Bordon picked pears and brought them 
into the house in the early morning of the 
day upon which he was murdered. At 
broakfast she said were Mr, and Mrs.

THE FARGO CONFLAGRATION. “8 


Three Thousand People Rendered Home- 
lexs—Three Millions Loss, 


MINNEAPOLIS, June 9.—At 10 o'clock last 
night the fire at Fargo was atill bucnin 
fiercely in adozen places. The wiud had 
chauged to north and was driving the flames 
back on the burned district. An area in the 
middle of the city, trom Robert-street aud 
Front-street south, four blocks wide and 
ten blocks long, is a blackened plain of 
ashes, with not a dozen buildings standing. 
A conservative estimate of the loss is 
$3,000,000, with not to exceed one-quarter 
insurance, Plenty of help reached the city. 

Over 3000 people are homeless. Accidents 
were numerous, James Flynn, the 8-year- 
old son of a former alderman, is reported 
burned, also threo other children. Photo- 
grapher Gilbert and an unknown man are 
reported lost. Practically only one hotel 
and only one restaurant were left in town, 
Moorehead’s hotels are already full. The 
fire started from hot ashes thrown behind 
the Gem Restaurant. They ignited some 
loose paper back of Houseman’s drygoods 
store. 

The flames caught the Minneapolis and 
Northern elevator, containing 100,000 
bushels of wheat, gutted the north side 
school, and set the Great Northern depot on 
fire several times, but the flames at the lat- 
ter were extinguished. The Masons, 
Templars, Knights of Pythios, Knights of 
Honor, Cantons Rebekah, Graud Army, 
United Workmen and Woodmen all lost 
halls with vearly all their property. 
Every open space is filled with goods saved. 

At midnight the firemen were still work- 
ing to stop the flames. Practically one- 
half of Fargo is wiped out, Only one 
bank, the First National, was saved. 
Several firemen were injured by falling 
bricks. 

The fire was under control by 5 a.m. 


At oa meeting of insurance men 
it was estimated the loss of 
insured property was $2,800,000 


and $500,000 more on residences in the 
outskirts, uninsured, 

Rates haye been so high that but little 
property is insured for over one-third its 
value. 


FIRE IN A MONTREAL CONVENT- 





Ville Marie Convent Abiaze—The Many 
Inmates Escape. 

Monrrear, June 9.—Tho Ville Marie 
Convent at Cote St. Antoine, four miles 
west of Montreal, caught fireat noon yester- 
day. There are soveral hundred inmates, 
nuns and pupils, and it is said all escaped 
in safety. 

At 1.30 report reached Montreal that 
half of the large solid stone building has 
been destroyed by the finmes, and that 
there is little hope of saving what yet 
stands. Thecity brigade has been sum- 
moned to the place and has left in a body. 

At midnight tho fire at Ville Mario is 
still burning, and is likeiy to last until 
morning. The total damage is ostimated at 
between $500,000 and $600,000, with in- 
surance of about $100,000, The pupils in 
tho convent school were in no danger, as 
the fire was confined to the mother house, 
which was completely destroyed. Tho 
fireman, Duford, who was reported to bo 
killed, 1s still living, but is badly burned 
and is at the General Hospital. 


BLEW OUT THE STORE FRONT- 


A Six-Year-Old Puts a Match to a Keg of 
Gunpowder.

Another tragedy, leas nationalin charac 
tor, but involving the loss of many lives anid 
human suffering, has stained 
the walls of the old Ford's Theatre, Wash 
where Abrabam Lincoln was 
nevassinated by J. Wilkes Booth in April, 

I8u5. It ia a coincidence also which 
will not escape attention that this second 
trogedy occurred on the very day whon the 
romains of the great tragedian, whose life 
wis so darkened by his brother's crime 
that he never visited Washington after- 
wards, were being laid to rest in Mount 
Auburn Cemetery, Massachusotts, 

The house in which Lincoln died, on the 
other side of the street trom the theatro 
where he was phot, aud which is atill kept 
sentimentully intact oa it was that fatal 
night, looked down to-day upon a sceno of 
agony, excitnment and grief which even the 
great crime of 1865 could not parallel, 

And the horroia of the scene were by no 
means lessened by the knowlodgo that a 
blunder, in this case almost ‘worse than a 
crime,” has causudl the death of from 20 to 
30 persons at the lenst and inflicted maim- 
ings and injuries upon 50 or 60 more. 

Evidence as found in official records ap- 
pears conclusive that so long ogo as 1885 
this building, which the Government pur- 
chused after the assassination aud used as 
av army museum, was officially proclaimed 
by Congress an unsafe depository for even 
the inanimate skeletons, mummies and 
books of the Army Medical Museum, 
which os for a place storage was pro- 
vider by act of Congress, 

But notwithstanding the fact thatin the 
public press, and in Congress also,continued 
attention was called to the hulging walls of 
the building and its darkness aud general 
unsuitebility and insecurity, it coutinued 
to be used for tho daily employ- 
ment of nearly 500 Government c erka 
in the pension recor! division of the War 
Office, with a refinement of discrimination, 
however, between what could be 
replaced and what could not be so easily 
supplied,

were trusted in the 
unrafe building, the original records 
were retained in the snbstantial fire- 
proof War Department building proper. 
So the comforting official assurnuce is 
given that while 30 clerks may have been 
killud, the pension records are all saved and 
uninjured, 

The building collapsed in the midst of an 
ill-jaiged effort to remecy some of ils 
defects. 

The moral of the disaster, if there is any, 
isemphasized by tho fact that there are 


known to be at least two erent Government 
cunmiigs—tnie printing olfice and the 


Winder building anucx of the War De- 
partment, cach containing many more em- 
ployes than were cuged in Ford’s Theatre 
death-tran, which are in an equally danger- 
ous condition, 

Tho hourof the disaster was very shortly 
after the department had settled down for 
the day’s work. ‘The workmen whose 
operations wider the Luifding were the im- 
mediate cause of the catastrophe had beou 
tinkering upon it for two hours or more. 
Half an hour earlier aud few lives would 
have been lost, 

The excavations which were the imme- 
diate couse of the collapse were being made 
at the instance of the War Department, for 
the purpose of putting in an electric light 
plant. 

When the first rumbling warning of the 
app:oaching collapse came the clerks on the 
third floor to the number of eighty or a 
hundred rushed to the windows and jump- 
ed for the roof of a small building adjoining 
on the northwest side. Many of them es- 
caped in this way. 

About 1.30 o'clock the dead and injured 
began to arrive faster than tho corps of aur- 
geons could attend to thririnjuries. Carried 
on stretchers they were dumped at the 
most convenient places. Those who were 
most seriously injured were attended to, 
while the others grovning ant crying’ 
from the pain of broken limbs, lay hesecch- 
ing the doctors to dress their wounds. 

Shortly ofter the arrival of the first 
unfortunates a crowd began to assemble 
in and outside of the hospital, winy 
of them leing the wives, duaugli- 
ters aud relatives of the dead 
injorei, Their weeping and frantic cries 
for information were 
greatly interfered 
physicians, aud De. Kerr, whois in charge 
of the hospital, determined to put thom out. 
Load aftvr loal of the wounded, boil from 
the debris and with limbs lioken and 
maimed, were dunped at the doors, lhey 
had to renisin outside for some time, as the 
force and facilities of the hospital were un 
equal to the euiergenucy. 

An incident of the day was the number 
of clergy who, ou hearing of the uceient, 
flocked to the ecene, Utterly regardless of 
their own safety they entered the building, 
the rear walls of whieh were warningly 
bulging out and ministered to the dying 
and injured, Ministers of all creeds Were 
presont. 

The hairbreadth escapes narrated Ly the 
survivors Were numberlss.

THE WASHINGTON HORROR 


; In 188L the Army Inapector Condemned 


the Bullding. 
WASHINGTON, June 12.—With few exoep- 


; tions those who were fortwnate enough to 


escape the fate which met their dead or 
maimed comrades by the collapse of Ford’s 
Theatre Friday know only that they 
have escaped, aud asarulo they know in 
what manner thoy managed to do so, but of 
the movements of othors and of the collapse 
of the building they are more ignorant than 
is 4 private soldier in a great battle of the 
gencral scheme of the whole conflict. 

The records of the War Department 
show that the collapsed building was for 
years known officially to bo unfit for human 
occupancy by reason not only of structural 
weakness, but also because of its defective 
sanitary condition. In evidence is a para-

THE MISSISSQUOL MYSTERY. 


NO PROGRESSIN THE SOLUTION OF 
THE EDY TRAGEDY. 


Something About the Man With a Clab— 
Tracing the Wearer of the Girey Over- 
alls—The Dominien Government, it is 
Expected, Will Offer a Reward, 


Norr’s Cornyer, viA LAcouur, June 12. 
Ons week ago Friday the Edy family were 
murdered and no positive clue has yet been 
found as to the guilty parties. Yet every- 
thing possible is being done to clear up the 
mystery. The work goes slow, it is true, 
but everything is being carefully looked 
after anil every person that isin the least 
suspected is asked to give an account of her 
or himself. There are of course a few 
things, small in themselves, which might 
point to certain persona, but though they 
are being looked after they aro in most 
cases hardly of the kind to warrant the 
publication of names. 

It is the intention to organize a search 
party and, starting from the Edy farm, 
gostraight west acrorscountry till the woods 
mentioned Saturday are reached, for the 
purpose of seeing if any further trace of the 
man in grey overalls, with the club jand a 
cast in his eye, can be found. 

When the people hereabouts get tired of 
disoussing the tragedy, they change off to 
those that have occurred'in the’ past, and a 
stranger is pretty certain to hear of the fire 
that took place at the time of the rebellion 
of 37, and the peculiar adventure of Doctor 
Brigham of Phillipsburg. All these things 
occurred near the Nutt’s Cornor Postoffice, 
which has been the scene of many sensa- 
tional affairs. The Brigham case was quite 
a sensational one in its way. The doctor, 
who is but recently deceased and had 
represented the county in Parliament, was 
one night called out of his bed on the pre- 
tence that a man had broken his leg on 
Beech Ridge. He went out with the man, 
who had a horse and wagon in Waiting, and 
drove off. Several times the dtiver, who 
was unknown to the doctor, tried to go up 
the wrong road, but always changed his 
mind when the doctor told him he was in 
error, apologizing on the ground that 
he was not very familiar with the 
roads in the dark. Finally they came 
to the houss whero the supposed sick 
man was, and on entering the doctor was 
madea prisoner and told to sign certain 
legal papers on pain of death. From later 
developments it appeared that two men 
were in the plot, but one ofthe men’s in- 
ability to deceive the doctor in regard to 
the road prevented his meeting the ac- 
complice who was waiting somewhere else, 
As it was,the doctor found himself in 
company with his captor and the Iatter’s 
wife. ‘Che doctor at first firmly refused, 
but after many threats appeared to give in, 
and expressed a desire to see the papers. 
No sooner had the nan started to go up- 
stairs than the Doctor dashed through a 
bay window and ran for his life, seekin 

rotection in the house of the late Davi 
Nutt, after whom Nutt’s Corner Postoftfice 
was named. The man was duly pursued, 
and his house, which was a very fine one, 
burned to the ground shortly afterwards. 
This happened 10 or 15 years ago, 

But to return to the Edy case. One 
clue which has not yet beon followed up is 
that of the four men who boarded the train 
at St. Armand station on Saturday morn- 
ing. They got on board of the north- 
bound train at 11.30. Three of them hid 
in the cattle car and the fourth underneath 
the brakesman's van. Three of them wero 
from 23 to 28 years old and one of about21. 
This last mentioned had asandy mustache. 
He wore a stiff hat, dark clothes and a 
blue flannel shirt. His eyes were very 
prominent and building, and he spoke 
quickly. They wentas far as St. Johns, 
and spent about a dollar for drinks, mostly 
in one and five cent pieces. The oldest 
wore a blue shirt and a stripped blue tie 
with reddots, Tho youngest was about five 
foot seven inchesin height, and thio, They 
eamefrom back of Phillipsburg to St. Ar- 
mand atation and their clothes were wot 
up to their knees, as if they had been walk- 
ing in tho swamps. They wore what aro 
known in England os Lancashire shoes. 
They asked for a Montreal morning paper, 
and after glancing over it leftin a hurry. 
On Monday they were seon in Lacadie. 
Thero are any number of people who be- 
lieve that there is some connection betwoen 
the four men and the stranger with tho cast 
in his eyo and the club, There was lots of 
time for them to go to Phillipsburg by way 
of the scone of the murder and give them a 
wide margin to commit the murder at their 
leisure, 

There is every ex 
that the Dowuinfom Gu. ornment will also 
offer a reward. Tho Hon. G. B, Bakor of 
Sweetaburg has written to them on the sub- 
ject. The County Council, which moots 
next woek, will also take some action pro+ 
bably. Mayor Chilton of Clarenceyille in- 
tends to bring the matter up. 

Deteotive Douglass went to St. Alban's 
yestorday to look up Skinner, and Sub- 
Ubief Lanoey, who arrived from the city 
Jast night, followed him this morning.

The axes and hatchet were taken 
to the Central Police Station and I haven't 
had anything to do with thom nince When 
I was at the house on the morning of the 
6th I was tulking with Emma, and Lizzie 
came in and asked Bridget whother she was 
sure the Lack cellar door was locked, and 
tho answer was ‘Yes.’ I took part ina 
search of tho premises on tho Sth. 
Whon I carriod the axes to the station I 


carried them openly in my hand and used , 


no bag atall. When I yot through the 
cellar [ went tothe barn and pitched the 
hay over. Thore were others there with 
mo and some of them took away lead, I 
think. “Then we searched the lumber 
pile in the yard but found nothing there. 
After that we went into the cow yard and 
[ had no trouble getting over the fence,” 
On cross examination 
the witness did not differ materially. 
Officor Medley described his finding of 
the handless hatchet covered with coarse 
dust or ashes, except on the now break. 
The prisoner leaned forward and anxious- 
ly Watched the witness ashe said that it 
was more than likely she consulted Marshal 


Hillard ubout the case when McHenry was 


present, _ : 

Officer Desmond testified to finding a 
handless hatchet, contending that tho dust 
om it was very much coarser than any other 
dust in the cellar. 

State Deteotive Seaver testified to finding 
the handless hatchet covered with dffst, 
giving more positive evidence than the 
other officers. 

He also described the examination of the 
dresses and the blood spota tound in the 
house. On cross-examination he said he 
could not tell within three months as lo the 
time when the break in the hatchet handle 
was made.

Loypoy, June 13.—John Redmond, 
leader of the Purnellites, has returned from 
Portland Prison, where he visited the Irish 
pencios! prisoners. He says that John 
Jaly’s health has improved since the be- 
ginning of the warm weather.

A BOLD MURDER IN WINDSOR 


CAPT, HIOKEY SHOT AND THROWN 
PROM A BUGGY. 


John Vrooman White Driving With 
Hickey Drow a Revolver and Killed 
the Latter Ilustanutly—The Men Had 


Quarretled Over Hickoy’s Wife, 





Winpsor, Ont., June 13.—One of the 
boldest murders ever committed in this 
locality occurred about 7o'clock last even- 
ing in front of the Manning House. 

Lwo men named Capt. James Hickey, a 
sub-marine diver of Windsor, and Jobo 
Vrooman, a mechanic in the Grand Tronk 
car shops here, were driving along the street 
both seated in the same buggy, 

When opposite the Manning House Vroo- 
man drew « revolver and shot Hickey in the 
loft breast, then gave him a push ont of the 
buggy. 

He then took the reins and drove along 
Chatham-street aud Windsor-avenue until 
he reached Millard’s livery stables. Here 
he halted the horse and got out of the 


"Egy. 

Policemen Langlois and Lester were in 
pursuit and overtook him just as he alight- 
ed and put him under arrest. Hickey died 
almost instantly. 

One of the policemen asked Vrooman 
why he shot Hickey and be replied: ‘*Be- 
cause he smashed me first.” 

Vrooman’s face was covered with blood 
when arrested, which would indicate that 
ke had received a blow from Hickey before 
the shooting, as he states. 

It is said that Vrooman had been inti- 
mate with Hickey’s wife for some time, and 
about a week ago she disappeared. 

Vrooman’s stutement after being arrested 
is about as follows: He was driving along 
Sandwich-street when Hickey appeared 
aul Insisted upon getting into the bugey to 
talk the matter over about his (Hickey’s) 
wife. Their conversation soon grew iuto a 
quarrel, when Vrooman says Hickey hit 
him, and he believed Hickey intended to» 
shoot him and for self-protection he shot 
Hickey. Hickey had a revolver in his 
possession when shot, 

An inquest will be held at 10 o'clock 
to-morrow morning. 


SENSATION AT AN INQUEST. 


Col, Ainsworth Threatened at the Inquest 
In Washington, 


WaAsHIxGTON, June 13.—At the afternoon 
session of the inquest on the Ford Theatre 
victims a well-dressed man walked forward 
and ina voice trembling with passion, and 
shaking his fist in Col. Ainsworth’s face, 
shouted: ‘*You murdered my brother and 
you shun’t sit there intimidating witnesses.” 

The man was Charles Barnes, whoso 
brother was a victim of the disaster. After 
the uproar this occasioned had quieted, Mr. 
Davis, representing Col. Ainsworth, started 
to speak, when a cozen excited departinent 
clerks rose to their feet and shouted for 
him to sit down. 

The lieutenant of police endeayored to 
quiet the outbreak, but his voice was as in 
effectual as it would have been in « cyclone. 

The excitement grew in intensity. Near- 
ly every clerk present who was employed 
in the old theatre building was on his fest 
shouting. At first they only called, ‘Sit 
down,” “Shut your mouth,” but finally 
some frenzied individual cried, ‘‘Hang hin, 
hang him.” 7 

Men were springing forward by this time 
and more spectators sought covers. It 
ldoked as if harm would coine to Ainsworth, 
for sora clerks were shaking their fists 
over his head and others were pushiug for- 
ward as if they wished to tear him in 
pieces. Mr. Warner, one of the jurors, 
finally managed to quiet the mob and the 
deputy coroner adjourned the inquest.

Mr. Sexton haa been practically carrying 
the whole discussion of the Home Rule 
bill on his shoulders as far an the Irish 
party is concerned, He is the most capable 
parliamentarian, the most accomplishe d 
financial authority and altogether the most 
valuable man the party possesses, 

His loss means possible dofeat. It might 
even lead to the brekecon of the party and 
the consequent collapse of the Government 
and the Home Rule bill. Members who 
have talked with Mr, Sexton since he re- 
signed say he is very angry. 

Justin MoCarthy says he will apare no 
effort to persuade Mr. Sexton to return. 
Ho says nothing was turther from the in- 
tention of the party than to reflect in any 
way upon Mr, Sexton, as all esteem him as 
their greatest ornament, 

Mr. Gladstone will also beg him to with- 
draw his resignation. 

The Sun's special cable says: The excit- 
ing scones in the conference of the Irish 

arliamentary party ou Friday and Mr. 
Rexton's subsequent retirement from his 
seat for North Kerry have so distracted the 
attontion of the Irish members that they 
have little time to make protests against 
Mr. Gladstone’s rocent concessions to the 
Unionists. 

Justin McCarthy told Mr. Gladstone that 
the discontent of the Irish members had 
been roused to the pointat which the 
leaders had becomo powerless to preserve 
discipline unless the Government should 
give the most explicit assurances that no 
further concessions to the Unionists would 
be made. 

The specific cause of this potential re- 
yolt is the number of amendments to clause 
three of the Home Rule bill which have 
been accepted by Mr. Gladstone from 
Unionist members. Nine auch amendments 
to limit the powers of the Dublin Legisla- 
ture have been conceded. Ono of the nine 
was carried even against the votes of 74 
Trishmen. 

In reply to the warning that the accept- 
ance of further Unionist amendments 
would be the signal for Irish hostilities, Mr, 
Gladstone authorized Mr. McCarthy to tell 
the conference that decisive measures 
would be adopted to close the committee 
atage of the bill by the middle of July, but 
he avoided giving any assurances concern- 
ing the acceptance of future amendments 
from the Unionists.

The Irish Mombors Confer, 

Lonpon, June 13 —The conference of the 
Irish mett¥ers of Parliament was resumed 
yestorday, The principal matter under dis- 
cussion wn the retirement trom Parliament 
of Mr. Thomas Sexton. Mr. 
not presentat the meeting. Mr. Justin 
MoCarthy, the leader of the anti Par- 
nellites; Mr. William O’Brien and Mr. John 
Dillon all deplored the action of Mr. 
Sexton, and said they trusted thar 
he would reconsider his determination 
to retire from political life. They 
atrongly urged the conforence to rescind the 
resolution adopted on Saturday last, calling ; 
upon certain members of the board 
directors of The Freeman's Journal, in- 
cluding Mr. Sexton, ‘to resign from the 
directorate, After considerable wrangling 
the resolution, which led to Mr. Sexton's 
withdrawal from the House of Commons, 
was rescinded by a vote of 33 to 27.

THAT OLARK ASSAULT CASE, 


: _—-— 


Mr. Olark Gives a Reporter his Version of 
the Affair. 


P. P. Clark, Reeve of Limerick, who was 
yesterday committed for trial for an alleged 
assault on a river driver named Olifford 
Oaverly, son of Jefferson Oaverly, of Ma- 
doo, ab St, Ola on May 30th, In conversa- 
tlon with a reporter yesterday gave his slide 
of the case. He sald that Oaverly wanted 
to ralse the water ab his dam In order to 
let down his father’s logs. This would 
necessitate the shutting down of Mr.Olark’s 
mills by flooding the property. Mr, 
Olark told Oaverly that if he would 
walb until the following day he 
would shut down his mill and send 
his men back on the river to assist him In 
getting the logs over the dam.

With 
this Caverly attempted to get onto a plat- 
form on which Mr. Olark was standing. 
The latter warned him to keep away, Oay- 
erly refased and Mr. Olark struck at him 
with a stick, bringing it down near his 
fingers. The latter uttered several oaths 
and sald he would throw Olark Into the 
water. As he again tried to get on to the 
platform Olark strack at his arms, but 
Oaverly had reached forward and the blow 
fell across his head, infllcting a painful, 
although not serlous wound.

THE BORDEN MURDER TRIAL: 


The Evidence of Yesterday Agnin Favors 
the Accuses, 


New Brproxp, Mass., June 14.—Another 
big crowd was present at the Borden trial 
yesterday and all the seats in the court 
room were occupied some time before the 
court opened. Miss Bordem made her ap- 
pearance 10 minutes before the justices took 
their seats, 

Dr. Dolau said the blows on the bodies 

wero made by a sharp instrument and sone 
on Mrs. Borden by an assailant astride tho 
body. 
_ Ajuryman was taken sick and a recess of 
five minutes was taken at 10.15. The 
prisoner was affected and was led from the 
room. 

Dr. E. S, Wood said the contents of the 
stomachs showed a difference of an hour and 
a half in the time of death. There was no 
evidence uf poison. 

Examination showed no blood on the claw 
hammer, hatchet or ax or en the blue dress. 
Tho hair found on this hatchet was not 
human. The white skirt showed a small 
blood spot. Wood said the blood spot on 
the white skirt probably oame from out- 
sideand was human blood. The shoes and 
stockings and dining-room door casings had 
no blood spots. The handloless hatchet 
had no blood. 

The prisoner left the court room shortly 
after the beginning of the afternoon 
seasion, not wishing to hear the medical 
testimony, or to see the skulls which were 
produced by the Government. Dr, Draper 
examined the wounds and condition of the 
stomach and blood, to determine the 
priority of death, vod from examin tion of 
the skulls swore that the ins!-* pro- 
Cucing them were three and vu: -half hea 
long, the exact length of tix handl less 
hatchet.

An Explosion tn Fr 
seoutor’s 

ANTWERP, June 14.—Great excitement 
Was occasioned throughout the city Tuesday. 
by an explosion that occurred in front of 
the residence of the public prosecutor. 

The force af the explosion was very 
great, and all the windows in the house of 
the public prosecutor and other houses in 
the vicinity were smashed to atoms. Most 
fortunately the neighborhood was compara- 
tively deserted at the tints, and not « single 
person was injured. 

The gendarmes wore promptly on the 
scene, and instituted an investigation to 
learn what had caused the explosion. It 
was concluded that the outrage was the 
work of some criminal who had a gradge 
against the public prosecutor, and who had 
resorted to dynamite as a means to gratify 
his desire for revenge. 

It is claimed by some persons, however, 
tliat the explosion was caused by Anarchists. 
It is not believod by the police that Anar- 
chists had anything to do with the outrage, 
There is no clue whatever to the perpetrator 
of the crime. 


FELL INTO A VAT OF ACID. 











Horrible Accident to a Workman jn & 
Chemical Factory. 


New York, June 14.—In John OC. 
Wiarda’s chemioai factory at 261 Greene- 
street, Greenpoint, Georgo Smith of 58

find a leak among the vats, In altempting 
to get across a vat of muriatic acid he lost 
his footing and foll hoad first into the acid. 

Somebody saw him fall and cried out. 
Smith was pulled out of the vat. He was 
unconscious and in a frightful condition. 
Tho acid had blinded him, aud he was 
shockingly burned about his whole body. 
Surgeon Reilly removed him to the hospital 
at once, whore he was reported Inte lant 
night to be at the point of death- He is 25 
years old.

The six-story building filled with sweater 
shops at Nos. 10 and 12 Montgomery stroet 
caught fire at 8.30 o’olook this morning, 
and in the mad rusli to the street of the 250 
souls working there are at the time three 
were killed and several injured. 

Before the firemen arrived the 
front of the building was alive with men 
and women, Fiamos and smoke wore 
issuing from almost evory window. 
Womon were shrieking wildly, while the 
people below in the street shouted to them 
{not to jump. One would make an attompt 
to go down the fire escape or through the 
manwholo, when a dozen would pull her 
back. The ladder had nut been lowered 
from the first floor to the ground from the 
fire cacape, and there was a blockade 

Home girls had lowered  thomselvon 
| through the manholes by their hands and 
| dropped to the street without sustaiming 
any groat injury, 

After a while the unforlunates 
pour through the manhole, one on 
the other, They fell one another 
they alighted upon the ground and were at 
times piled three and four deep, 

From the first floors many of the inmates 
jumpod to the paroment, 

| ‘ho first to jump was a large woman. 
Sho alighted on the iron railing in front of 
the building and rolled over dead. 

A man jumped into the street, bis head 
striking the pavement, His skull was 
fractured and he nevyor moved, death hav- 
ing been instantancous, 

A second man followed, He, tco, atruck 
on his head, but did not die immediately. 

A young girl was the fourth to leap out 

‘and she fell upon her side, receiving bad 
injuries. Soon the people were jumping 
from all sides and it looked at one tine as 
if tho loss of life would be appalling.

One woinan was caught on the fire eacape 
by the burst of flame and her clothing took 
fire. The firomen rushed to her assistance, 
but before they could reach her tho cloth- 
ing was burned complotely off her. 

Those who escaped uninjured were so 
badly frightened that they could give no 
intelligent account of what happened inside 
of the building after the fire was discovered. 
One man who escaped with littl injury 
was so frightened that he could not talk. 

The bursting of the flames through the 
windows of the second and third floors is 
described by those who saw it as resembling 
an explosion, excopt that there was no ro- 

ort, The firemen said there was probably 

eozinein the shops and that when the 
flames reached it, or tho vapor trom it, it 
caused a burst of fire similar to an oil ox- 
plosion. 

The flames shot half way across the 
street, After an hour's hard work the fire- 
men succeeded in extinguishing the fire. 
The building was a new one, and was 30 by 
50 feet, risitig above the buildings on either 
aide of it, It was owned by Solomon Altor. 
Several persons who were on the spot said 
they had secn men and women fall back 
into the flames. The firemen made a 
thorough search, but no bodies were found. 

It has been ascertained that the fire 
started under the stairs. The police now 
think ic was cousud by alighted cigaret, 
The loss was $4500. 


DROVE OVER DYNAMITE. 
“And It Fatally Hurt Him and Shattered 
Mis Hack, 


Jenasry Cury, N.J., June 14.—A_ dyna- 
mite cartridge lying in the roadway at Fort 
Lee, N.J., yesterday blew up a hack, 
knocked the two horsesoff theirfeet, fatally 
injured the driver, and threw two bicyclists 
from their wheels, Young O'Rourke was 
to attend a party Thursday evening, and as 
he was singing a new ballad that he was 
"booked for’ Thursday night the hind 
wheel of the hack rolled over the murderous 
cartridge. It lay ona rock whose surface 
is even with the road and extends the en- 
tire width of tho roadway just at the point 
whore the road forks, 

There was a defenivg roport, and like a 
flash O'Rourke was hurled fiom his seat 
and over & fence, 30 feet away. Tho hind 
wheel on the right side which struck the 
cartridge was blown into mapy pieces. 
Four of the spokes were driven through the 
body of the cartiage. The tire was bent 
and twisted and hurled into the air 20 feet, 
It caught among the branchos of o large 
tree, where it hung. The hack was com- 
pletely wrecked. 

Not four feet away from where the cort- 
ridge lay two other dynamite cartridges 
were found. They are eight inches long 
and aninch anda halt in diameter. De- 
tonating caps were attached to cach of 
these. From this fact it is believed the 
cartridges were deliberately placed upon 
the road, for tho detonating caps-are never 
fastened to dynamite cartridges until im- 
modiately before using them for au oxplo- 
sion. But the motive for yesterday's work 
cannot be found.

Tho rye c*op reems to have stood the 
wintor and oping better than fall wl eat, 
and to te in a promislog condition. Tho 
total amount of grain for the province will 
will bo amall. The continued ralos of the 
late spring delayed the sowing of spring 
wheat in most countles. Tho acreage will 


probably be about the same av Jast year, 
Sowing barley was in progress June 1, In 
comparison with former yeas the soreage 
will Ikely be still further reduced. Upon 
woll drained and high lands oats were put 
!n early and such had a vigorous and pro- 
mising appearance at the beginulng of the 
month. As far as it was possible to report 
the retarns were very favorable, in fact 
this crop was reported as the most promlis- 
ng of the grain crops on June 1, 

With regerd to peas the young crop as 
far as could be reported upon was in a fair 
condition. If favorable weather should 
continue the hay out will be one of the 
best In recent yoars. 

The promlse for apples Is nob as great as 
usual, more particularly in the western half 
of the province, as the blossoming has been 
comparatively light, especially among 
the winter sorts, Plums appear to have 
soffered more than any other frult; a 
large number of trees have died In the coun- 
ties of Grey and Simooe during the winter, 
Raspberries, where not lald down, were 
somewhat Injured by the heavy snow ; yet 
taken altogether the reports regarding small 
fraite are encouraging. Reports concerning 
bees are far from satisfactory; the mortality 
{s greater than usual, ranging from 1 to 100 
per cent., and averaglag over 25 per cent. 
Swarming was only beginning as correspond- 
ente wrote. With regard to labor, there 
appears to be a sufliclency of laborers of a 
certaln sort, but men of skill are scarce. 
Wages for the working season rznge from 
$14 to $20 with board, the rverage being 
$17.17, or 38 cts, more than last year. The 
rate without board runs from $20 to $27.60,

THE IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


SUBJECTS ON WHICH THE DUBLIN 
PARLIAMENT CANNOT LEGISLATR. 


Cinuse Four of the Irish Hill Forbids the 
Making of Laws Benring Upon Kell- 
gious Matters, Rights of Life and Pro- 
perty and the Pablic Sen Visherios, 


Lonpon, June 15.—Sir Charles Russell of 
British counsel before the Behring Sea 
tribunal of arbitration has returned to Lon- 
don, and be appeared in the House of 
Commons in timeto take partin the open- 
ing of the debate on tbe fourth clause of 
section 1 of the Irish Home Rule bill. 

this clause forbids the making of 
laws by the fee Irish Legislature 
bearing upon religious matters, the right of 
life aad Property, corporate rights and the 
rights of the people to the public sea fisher- 
68. 

The Hon. Thomas Cochrane, Liberal-Un- 
ionist member for the north division of Ayr- 
sbire, proposed that the word ‘‘prejudici- 
ally” be omitted from the third sub-section 
of clause 4, Bythe omission of this word 
the clause would read ‘‘abrogating or affect- 
ing theright to establish or maintain any 
place of denominational education, or avy 
denominational institution or charity.” 

The word “prejudicially” appeared in the 
a immediately before the word *‘affect- 

g- 

Sir Charles Russell opposed the proposed 
change und he was followed by Nr, Thomas 
Sexton, anti-Parnellite member for North 
Kerry, who also spoke in opposition to any 
change in the sub-section referred to. After 
asbort debate Mr. Cochrane withdrew bis 
motion to amend the clause. 

Mr. Vicary Gibbs, Conservative momber 
for the St. Alban’s division of Hertfordshire, 
moved the adoption of an amendment re- 
straining the Irish Legislature from impos- 
ing disabilities or conferring privileges upon 
apy institution owned or conducted by any 
religious sect. 

The Government was vot willing to accept 
the amendment, and several Liberal and

SEALING REGULATIONS 
Mr. Phelps Objects To Sir R. Webster's 
Tntroduotion of Elliott's Opinicws, 


Panis, June 15.—In continuing his argu- 
ment before the Behring Sea Court of Arbi- 
tration Sir Richard Webster qnoted 
Sir William Dawson, Prof. Macoun and tho 
testimouy of sealers in support of the British 
regulations, Prof. Manoun's roport, he said, 
was of special value as controverting Amori- 
can views regarding seal life. Sir Richard 
then proceeded to quote Mr, Elliott's 
opinions on the question, 

Mr, E. J. Phelps objected to this Ine of 
action and the tribunal adjourned to hold a 
private conferenuee on the question of the 
protest, 


{American Report.| 

Panis, June 15.—Sir Richard’ Webster of 
counsel for Great Britain combatted 
before the Behring Sea tribunal of arbitra- 
tion the American regulations for the seal 
fisheries, He devoted particular attention 
to the proposal made by the United States 
to forbid pelagic sealing east of the moridian 
of 180 degrees. In the course of bis argument 
he declared that seals were found 
throughout Behring Sea (rum Alaska to Asia. 
There was absolutely notbing to show that 
these seals were not Aneslaa! Nursing seals, 
Sir Richard further said, did not leave the 
land to obtain food, and consequently they 
were never caught by pelagic hunters. At 
this point Lord Hannon, one of the British 
arbitrators, interposed with the remark that 
although the mnale seals were able to fast dur- 
ing tho breeding senson, owing to their 
surplus fat, no evideuce had been submitted 
to the tribupal to prove that female seals 
wore able to live upon their surplus fat during 
the nursin. season. 

Sir Richard then announced his intention 
to read to the court the report of the debate 
in Congress in Washington in regard to the 
appointmentof Mr, H. W. Elliott, who was 
seut by the Government of tho U.S, to exam- 
ine into the methods of seal catching and 
other matters connected with the sealing in- 
dustry at Pribyloff Island and Bebring Sea, 
This report, Sir Richard added, he bad just 
received. James C, Carter of counsel for 
the United States at once demurred to the 
reading of the report. 

E. J. Phelps, also of American counsel, 
said he would waive objection to the read- 
ing providing that the Americaus were also 
privileged to introduce new evidence, 
which he held the reading of the re- 
port to be. If, he contended, the value 
of Mr. Elliott’s studies of sral life 
and the sealing industry was tobo judged by 
the tribunal, letit be.judged from evidence 
to be submitted by both sides of the case. 
After a short interval the arbitrators sur- 
rounded Baron de Courcel, the president of 
the tribunal, and conferred together regard- 
ing the reading of the report. 

In the meantime Mr, Phelps and Sir Rich- 
ard Webster conversed with each othor, and 
the latter eventually announced that he and 
Mr. Phelps had arranged that the report 
should not be read. 

Sir Richard then continued bis argument.

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THE BEHRING SEA COURT. 


Tho Mortality of Beat Pups Unier Dis- 
cussion.

of extonding somo assistance towards tho 

development of tts mineral woalbh, which 

was now lylog-practloally dormant for the 
want of capital. 

Col. Brown, who has practical knowledge 
whereof he speaks, sald that the mineral 
wealth of Hastings county was Inexhaust- 
ible. Lron ore shipped from North Has- 
tings to different parts of the world had 
been found to:bo the best available. 

W. P, Hodson, M.P.P., drew attention 
to the rapld depletion of Canada’s forests 
and the necessity of looking tn obher fields 
foran Industry to take {ts place. As to 
the mineral wealth of the county there was 
no doubt bub capital was required to 
develop that wealth. The speaker sug- 
gested that the council appoint a small 
committee to deal with this matter, which 
was of all importance to the county, with 
power to act, and that they secure and dis- 
sominate Information as to the vastness 
and permanency of the mineral depoalts of 
North Hastings. 

In a letter Ald. Ponton again pressed 
upon the counoll the {mportance of moving 
at once In this matter. 

Mr. Tivy, of Coo Hill, who resides in the 
mining region, imparted to the Oounoll 
some Interesting Information, Some months 
ago, experts from Pittsburg, Pa., arrived 
in Coe Hill, and aftor quietly prospecting 
for a few weeks, bought the Jenkins fron 
mine in the neighborhood. Men were at 
once pub to work, and the mine Is belng 
developed, In conversation with one of 
the exparts, Mr. Tivy was told that the ore 
in the Jenkins mine was just what the 
Pittsburg smelting firma wanted to make 
Bessemer steel, and that {t was of a better 
quality than that found angwbere else. One 
company in Pittsburg had been compelled 
to shut down three mills on account of the 
poor quality of ore with which they were 
supplied, being less than fifty per cent, iron 
to the ton. This firm was now prcspeotlng 
in North Hastings, where they had bought 
mines ylelding ore from alxty six to alxby- 
elght per cent. iron to the ton. One of the 
experts sald to Mr, Tivy: ‘*1f we had such 
ore as this In Pittsburg {tb would be a mine 
of wealth to us, and although {b costs us $3 
per ton to get it to Pittsburg it pays us to 
use North Hastings ore.” A sample of ore 
sent from the Nugent mine to the World's 
Fair was said to be the purest plece of Iron 
ore ever taken from the ground and had 
abtracted a good deal of attentlon among 
mineral men at the fair. ‘*If ib pays Pitts- 
burg capltallats to take North Hastings ore 
to Pittsburg for smelting,” sald Mr. Tivy, 
“Ib certainly ought to pay us to have {t 
ameited at our own doors.” 

Mr. MocOargar spoke atrongly {n favor of 
granting a sum of money towards this pur- 
pose. 

Mr. Haggerty, Reeve of Huntingdon, 
was opposed to such agrant, He thought 
the minerelt of North Hastings were known 
to the world, and {if capitalists wanted our 
ore they were not asleep. He understood 
that Mr. Rathbun was now in England ar- 
ranging matters with a view of establishing 
ameltiog works in Deseronto, and he did 
not think Belleville should be assisted to 
the detriment of other places in the County. 
He could see no object In paying for Infor- 
mation which they already possessed. The 
speaker commended the enthusiasm of the 
Bellevile gentlemen who were trying to se- 
cure smelting works, but he thought they 
had ‘twoke up” too late. In conclusion, he 
sald that Belleville had driven Mr. Rathbun 
from the clty, and every bonus they had 
given had proven disastrous to the olty. 

Dr. Newton, of Deseronto, was ye.y 
much averse tu extending any asalstance to 
Belleville, charging the deputations that 
had walted on the Oouncll with looking 
more to the clty’s interests than the 
county’s. He looked on thelr arguments 
as all one-sided. 

Mr. McOargar hastened to correct the 
assertions made by Mr. Haggerty and Dr. 
Newton. Every member of the deputa- 
tion had distinctly stated before the Ooun- 
cll that their objecb was to secura asalst- 
ance for the developement of the fron 
wealth of the county and that it was Im- 
material to Belleville as to whether smelting 
works were established {In the olty or elae- 
where in the county. As to Belleville hav- 
ing driven Mr. Rathbun away the state- 
ment was at least unfair. The speaker 
hoped that Mr, Haggerty would nob be hold 
accountable for mistakes committed by the 
Qvunty Council twenty years sgo. If 
Belleville had made a mistake in the past, 
its present oltizeas should not be held re- 
sponsible for them. 

Mr. Haggerty moved, seconded by Mr. 
Mullett, **That no action be iaken In the 
matter lald before this Council by a depu- 
tation of the Olty Oouncil of Bolleville and 
the Board of trade respecting a grant to 
assist In defraying the expenses which may 
be incurred in procuring Information and 
disseminating the knowledge obtained of 
the mineral deposits of this county.” 

The motion carried.

Thomas Babington Macaulay, the advo- 
cate of all\that was good long before he 
became the most conspicuous historian 
of his day, was caricatured in ono of the 
quarterly reviews as ‘‘Babbletonzue Mac- 
aulay.” Norman MeLeod, the great 
friend of the Scotch was indus- 
triously maligned in all quarters, al 
though on the day when he was carried 
out to his burial a workman stood and 
looked at the funeral procession, and 
said, “If he had done nothing for apy- 
body more than he has done for me, he 
shoul! shine as the stars forever and 
ever.” Allthe small wits of London 
had their fling at John Wesley, the 
father of Methodism. 

If such men could not escape the ma- 
ligning of the world, neither can you ex- 
yect to get rid of the sharp, keen stroke 
of the tribulum, <All who will live god- 
ly in Christ Jesus must suffer persecu- 
tion. Besides that, there are the 
nesses, and the bankruptcies, and the 
irritations, and the disappaintmernts 
which are ever putting a cup of aloes to 
your lip, | Those wrinkles on your face 
are heiroglyphics, which, if deciphered, 
would make out a thrilling story of 
trouble.

Even amid the joys and _hilarities of 
life, trou»le will sometimes break in.

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


The Commons Unanimous for au Arbitra- 
tion Treaty With America, 


Lonpon, June 19.—The British House of 
Commons gave unanimvuus approval 
to the project to refer sll differences be- 
tween the United States and the United 
Kingdom to arbi+ration. 

Among the interested listenera to Prime 
Minister Gladstone's speech on the subject 
was Ambassador Bayard, who sat in the 
diplomatic gallery. 

W. R. Cremer, member for Shoreditch, 
had moved that the House, having learned 
that the United States Congress had 
authorized the President to conclude the 
treaties of arbitration, expressed the hope 
that the Government would open negotia- 
tions with the view to refer all differences 
between the two nations to arbitrators, 

Sir John Lubbock seconded the motion. 

Mr. Gladstone suggested a modification 
of the resolution by the substitution of the 
words : 

Thatithe House of Commons,cordially sym- 
pathizing with the purpose in view, popes 
that Her Majesty’s Government will lend o 
ready co-operation to the Government of 
the United States. 

Mr. Gladstone congratulated Mr. Cremer 
upon his finding « chance to strike in behalf 
of humanity, reviewed the history of the 
arbitration movement and reminded the 
House of President Hurrison’s address to 
the Methodist Council, in which the Presi- 
dent spoke of the illustrations of inter- 
national arbitration and the impossibility 
of applying it to feuds of aggrandizement. 

The Behring Sea tribunal bore testimony, 
he said, to the earnest attention given to 
question in America. After touching upon 
his own ideas of a central tribunal with 
great powers Gladstone concluded with an 
eloquent appeal for a moderation ofclaims as 
the most offective means of preserving 
peace,

AID FROM THE DOMINION. 


THE QUEBEC GOVERNMENT NOW 
A8SKING ASSISTANCE. 





The Provines in n Very Ugly Position—*

MONTREAL, Juno 1 9.—The finances of the 
Province of Quebec are beginning to cause 
considerable anxiety in political circles, 
Hon. Mr. Taillon has been in Quebec City 
for the greater part of this week, and his 
presence there has given rise to not a little 
comment in connection with the loans about 
to falldue. It is now whispered in the de- 
partments that Mr. Taillon was in Quebec 
in connection with a pressing question of 
Quebec finances, and that Quebeo is likely 
tonsk the Dominion Government for as- 
sistance, because of the rather ugly position 
in which the Province seems likely to be. On 
July 15, less than a month from date, 
one of the Quebec loans falls due, amount- 
ing to 20,000,000 franca, or about $4,000,- 
000. ‘Lbis is one of the loans negotiated by 
Mercier in France, There is alsoa million 
or more of temporary loans pressing for re- 
payment, and over another million due to 
the fund to meet interest on guaranteed 
railway bonds, Hon. J.S. Hall, Treasurer 
of Quebeo, who went to England to float a 
loan to aid the province over the situation, 
is still there, but no word of his success has 
been received. Mr. Machin, the assistant 
Treasurer of Quebec, who is here in connec- 
tion with the arbitration over the disputed 
accounts, informed a Star correspondent 
yesterday that they were still without 
good news trom Mr. Hall. If July arrives 
without Mr. Hall succeeding in making 
some arrangement in England the Pro- 
vince aud the Dominion will both be face 
to face with an extremely grave position; 
for Quebec it will be avowed bankruptcy; 
for the Dominion an oditm which, although 
not its fault, will be a severe blow 
to its credit. The suppostion is 
strong that Mr. Taillon was here, there- 
fore, to broach the idea of the Dominion 
Government preparing itself to help 

Quebec by offering, itnecessary, a guaran- 
teetoa Qvebec loun. Such an overture

Whether these trees can grow fast 
enough to supply the bears, Indians and 
other natives with cabbage and the 
paper-inakens with pulp may soon be- 
come a serivus question, No tree less 
than 15 or 20 years old bears a cabbage 
worth the chopping out, ‘The trees from 
which the puper-makers are Obtaining 
their pulp are from 50 to 100 years old, 
The palmetto is cf slow growth. It has 
a value far beyond that placed upon it 
by the paper-makers. When 20 fect high, 
well-established, in tubs it will bring 
$150 from dealers in London, Lt requires 
some skill to handle them, but it is be- 
lieved that a fortune might be made in 
shipping them. The suggestion was 
made many years ago by Mr. Van 
Houtte, the eminent hortivulturalist, of 
Belgium, The botanist indignantly de- 
nounced the destruction of the trees in 
Floridia for food and other purpose.

He belleyed it better 
to have the gravel banked in the wlater 
whore it had to be brought long diatances. 

Mr, Farley complained of the extrava- 
gance practised in this department. 

Mr. MoOargar sald that last year he drew 
the Oounoll’s attention to the extravagance 
in the matter of banking gravel {n the win- 
ter. Better gravel and a bigger load could 
be carried in the summer than in the 
winter. 

Mr, Olare and Dr, Faulkner concurred 
with Mr, MoOargar. 

The report was adcpted and referred to 
committee for appropriation. 

Mr. Holgate, who, with Mr. J. M. Hur- 
ley, was last year appointed to investigate 
the question of market fees with the city 
of Belleville, reported : 

1, We found the lessee of the market 
collecting fees on everything for sale that 
came on or near the market, paying no 
atrention to the exemptions by statute, 
such as grain, dressed hogs, wool, seed, 
etc., claiming that they had a right to do 
so on account of an established fee before 
the statute was changed In 1882 regulating 
markets, and In many cases taking more 
than the city by-law allowed, 

2. Your committee arranged with the 
clty for better regalations in regard to 
space and the collecting of fees within the 
market house, Also that boards with the 
amount of fees on each, painted in large 
letters, be placed in conspicuous places in 
the market building so that everyone may 
know the amount of fees they should pay. 
Also that they will nob collect fees on arti- 
cles that are exempt. 

8. We are of opinion that the arrange- 
ments made by your committee are giving 
pretty general satisfaction, 

The repord was adopted. 

The committees on ways and means re- 
sumed. 

Mr, Whytock moved, seconded by Mr, 
Glover, that the annual grant of $100 be 
made to the Madoc model school, and that 
the $100 which has been lying in abeyance 
since 1890, be alao pald.—Oarrled.

Ordered to Meturn Home, He Shoots the 
Chila tm His Medroom and Tries to 
Lay the Binmo on the Tot—He Inkes 
to the Woods, 


Aspury Pank, June 20.— Bertie Wagner, 
the little son of Louis Wanner, a farmer 
living near Howell, a hamlet near Frevhold, 
wasahot and killed yesterday by George 
Wood, a chore boy employed by Mr. Wag- 
her, 

He camo from North Fourth-street, Wil- 
liamsburg, where he lived with his widowed 
mother until about 10 days ago. 

Mr, Wagner decided to send him back 
home to his mother, and he ordered him to 
go upstaira and take off his soiled clothing 

Little Bertie followed and shortly after- 
wards there was the report of a gun from 
Wood's room. He ran downstairs, and 
moeting Mra. Wagner, said: ‘*Bertie did it.” 

The child was found with the left side of 
his face and head blown off. Aoross ‘his 
breast iay a fowling piece, one barrel of 
which had been discharged. 

Whon Wodd heard talk about having 
him arrested he mado for the woods. 
W. K. Van Valkenburg of Asbury Park, 
the father of Mra. Wagner, had searching 
parties organized and the surrounding 
country is being scoured for Wood 

The Wagner child was too small to han- 
dle the fowling piece with which he was 
killed, and was probably murdered by 
Wood in a fit of revenge.

THE RAGING MISSISSIPPI. 


The Valley Railroad is in Danger of Being 
Largely Swept Away. 

New Onteans, June 20.—The crevasse 
at Reserve plantation is now 75 feet wide 
and between 10 and 12 feet deep. A large 
force of men are at work upon it, and there 
is some hope of closing it. 

Trafic on the Mississippi Valley Rail- 
road has already been interrapted, and if 
the crevasse continues much of the track of 
that line will be sweptaway. The rivar is 
very rough to-day and a high wind pre- 
vails. This is interfering with the work of 
closing the crevasse. The levee on the line 
of the Mississippi Valley road, about 50 
miles from the city, broke this morning, 
but the gap will be mended.

NINE KILLED AND 100 INJURED 


A Lovg Isiand Train With a Thousand 
Vossongera Derailed In an Tunnol 


Naw York, June 21,—A train on the 
Long Island Railroad, upon which were 
about 1000 persons returning from the 
Sheepshead Bay racos, was Soruiled last 
evening ina tunnel a short distance from 
Parkville, L.I. wo persons were killed 
outright, seven died soon after being re- 
moved to the hospital, and about 100 were 
injured, many ao seriously that they will 
not recover, 

The accident ha pened upon what is 
known as the Bay Rlage division ot the 
Manhattan Railroad. 

This road, after leaving Parkville, 
under a viaduct of the Coney Island boule- 
vard. The fated train reached this point of 
the road at about 6 o'clock. Crowded 
aboard were men, women and child: 
ren who had been spending the 
day in witnessing New York’s great 
race, the Suburban, The train consisted of 
six cars, The tront and rear cais were 
closed, the others were open. Every seat 
was taken and men stood in tho aisles of 
the closed cars and shoulder to shoulder 
gpen the platforms running along tho sidos 
of the open cars. ‘ 

Quimby, who is from Utica, N.Y., and 
anunknown man abouh 30 years of age, 
have since died. The ttain, which was 
going at full speed, suddenly gave a jerk 
and jolt ond the expressions of ploasure 
were instantly turned to feelings of terror 
and dismay. The engine and the first two 
cars ran along upon the track, dragging be- 
hind them the other cars of the train. 
bumping and reeling along the ties up to 
very mouth of the tunnel. Then the engine 
and the two cars that remained on the 
track broke loose from the others and were 
carried by their own spoed clear through 
the tunnel and 25° feet beyond. The other 
part of the train pulled apart, the first 
dragging itself half way through the tunnel. 
No one knew what had happened so quick- 
ly had the fatal accident ocourred. 

People jumped from the traln and fell 
upon the embankment to be bruised and 
cut by the cars. Othsrs were carried alon 
upon the train, their bodies rubbed cat 
bruised upon the rocks of the tunnel, and 
the stones of thé embankment. There 
were shrieks of pain, women fainted, and 
men became panic stricken and trampled 
them and the children under their feet in 
their mad flight for safety.

About 9.15 o’clook motor car_ 344, in 
charge of Motorman David Mullin, was 
coming south in Yonge-street, when he 
perceived a buggy on the same track pro- 
ceeding northward. He rang his bell and 
the rig turned out of the track. When the 
trolloy Wasa few yardstrom the vehicle 
the horse shied and reared acrors the track. 
Mullin immediately reversed his motor, 
but it was too late. The occupants of the 
rig were thrown out, and Drs. Boultbee 
and Armstrong were summoned. 

The man, whose name was Thomas

Judge Dewey charged the jury to weigh 
the evidence so asto see whether defen- 
dant’s state of mind showed a motivo for 
the crimes, Every material allegation in 
the indictment must be proved beyond rea- 
sonable doubt, that is to a moral certainty. 
He compared direot and circumstantial 
evidence, and said that failure to prove an 
essential fact would be fatal, but failure to 
prove a helpful fact might not ec. Lizzie’s 
statements about the note were discussed 
at length, and he said they 
must be satisfied they were false. Kvery 
fact proved must be reasonably consistent 
with guilt. Judge Dewey finished his 
charge at. 3.09 pm. with the words: 
“Gentlemen of the jury, the case is in your 
hands.” At the conclusion of the charge 
the attorney's consulted a few moments. 
The jury was allowed to retire and counsel 
agreed upon what exhibits were to be put 
into the case, after which the jury were 
brouglit in again, the oath administered by 
the clerk of the court and the jury took 
the case. Among the exhibits put,in were 
the three hatchets, the bloody handkerchief, 
photographs of the house exterior and 
interior, the’blue silk dress, the various 
pieces of wood, pillow shams, 
the counterpane, the white skirt and the 
piece of plastering. The jury filed into 
their seats at 4.30 and wore polled? Miss 
Borden was asked to stand up and the 
foreman was asked to return the verdict 
upon which he announoed “‘not guilty.” 

After the verdict had been received the 
District Attorney moved that the other 
cases against Miss Borden be nolle prossed, 
aud the order of the coart was made to 
that effect. 

Chief Justice Mason then graceful y 
thanked the jurors in appreciation of their 


the de- 
There must be a real 


work and faithful service and re- 
minded them that the precautions 
tuken with them, which may have 


seemed irksome at the time, were solely 
iu the interest of justice a fact which they 
undoubtedly realized now. The jury was 
thep dismissed and court was adjourned un- 
til Monday next when the regular criminal 
assizes Will be opened.

chiefs in unison with their voices because 
his vyes were full of tears and were com- 
pletely blinded for the time. 

Miss Borden’s head went down upon the 
raila in front of her and tears came where 
they had refused to come for many ao 
long day as she heard the sweet- 
est words over poured § into her 
willing ears the words, “Not guilty.” Mr.

Panis, June 21,—Upon the resumption 
of the sitting of the Behring Sea tribunal 
ot arbitration yesterday Sir Richard Webster 
of counsel for Great Britain continued his 
argument in supportof the British case. 
Ho dovoted part of his speooh to a reindict- 
ment of the management or mismannage 
ment of the Pribyloff Islands, both by 
the local United States authorities and 
by the agents of the Alaska Commercial 
Company prior to 1889. These persons had 
for obvious reasons, he declared,!concealed 
tho real state of affairs from the authorities 
at Washington. In the course of his ro- 
marks Sic Richard maintained that both 
Great Britain and the U.S, were under 
moral obligations tomanetion by legislation 
whatever regulations as to the seal tisherics 
the tribunal might adopt, but, he added, 
this obligation was vot legally binding. 
When Sir Richard had mado this atate- 
ment Baron De Courcel interrupted him 
before he could proceed further 
and in «a sharp tone said to 
him: I cannot allow you to say that before 
us. We are conducting a serious business. 
Neither conntry, a party to this arbitra- 
tion, can teak its word and reject tho 
award made by this tribunal.” 

Sir Richard was a little taken aback by 
the sharpness of the president’s tone and 
hastened to explain that a moral obligation 
was as binding asa legal one. In conelu- 
sion Sir Richard said it must be left to each 
party to tho arbitration to take measures to 
enforce the regulations enacted by the 
tribunal.

We, tho Liberal party of Canada, in con- 
vention assembled, declare that the customs 
tariff of the Dominion soould be based, not 

| os lt now is, upon the protective principle, 
but upon the requirements of the public 


service, 


That the existing tariff, founded upon an 
unsound principle and used, as it has boon, 
by the Government, as a corrupting agency 
wWhorewith to koop themselves in office, bas 
developed monopolies, trusta and combina- 
» tions; it has decreased the value of farm and 

other landed property; it has oppressed 
| the masses to the enrichment of 
, A fow;ithas checked immigration; it has 
| Caused loss of population; it has impeded 
; commerce; it bas discriminated against 
Great Britain. In these aod many othor 
) Ways it has occasioned great public and pri- 
| vate injury, all of which evils must continue 
to grow in intensity so long as the present 


tariff systom remains in force, 


That the bighostinterests of Canada de- 
| mand a removal of this obstacle toour coun- 
try’s progress by the adoption of a sound 
fiscal policy, whiob, while uot doing injustice 
to any class, will promote domestio and 
foreign trade and accelerate the return of 


prosperity to our people, 


That to that end the tariff should be re- 


duced to the needs of honost, economical and 


efficient government; that it should be so 
adjusted as to make free or to bear as lightly 
48 possible upon the necessaries of lifo, and 
should be so arranged us to promote freer 
trade with the whole world, more particu- 


larly Great Britain and the United States, 
Woe believe that the results of the protec- 


tive system have grievously disappointed 


thousands of persons who honestly supported 
it, and that the country in the light of ox- 


perience is now prepared to deolare fora 
sound fiscal polioy. The issue between the 


two political parties on this great question is 
now clearly defined. 

That the Government themselves admit 
the failure of their fiscal policy and now 
propose to reform it, but they say that such 
changes must be bayer only on the principle 
of protection, This is radically unsound and 
unjust to the massos of the people, and wo 
declare our conviction that any tariff 
changes bared on that principle must fail to 
afford any substantial rolief from tho 
burdens under which the country labors. 
‘This issue we anhesitatingly accept, and 
upon it we await with the fullest confidence 
the verdict of the eleotors of Canada. 

The second and next most important 1680- 
lution urged that there should be the most 
friendly relations between Canada aud the 
United States, that the old reciprocity treaty 
wos advantageous to both countries, that a 
new fair and liberal reciprocity treaty would 
snormenaly increase trade and commerce 
and that the Liberal party is ready to enter 
into such a treaty, iusladiog 4 woll-consider- 
od list of manufactured articles. 

The other resolutions denounced the cor- 
ruption of the Government in squeezing elec- 
tion funds out of railway subsidies, do- 
nounced administrative waste and extraya- 
ance, demanded the repeal of the Franchise 
Act, condemned gerrymandering, advocated 
a plebiscite of the people regarding the pro- 
hibition of liquor, urged Northwest land 
regulations more favorable to the settler as 
against the speculator, and advocated reform 
of the Dominion Senate, 

The resolutions were adopted with almost 
nobroken unanimity, 

The chief pee of danger in the oon- 
vention was averted by a short speech by the 
Liberal leader on the Manitoba school ques- 
tion, in which he said that as the Dominion 
Government had asked the Supreme Court to 
decide whether tho Government bad aright to 
interfere to assist the Catholic schools in 
Manitoba, he (Laurier) aud the Liberal party 
would await the result in silence. If the 
Supreme Court said the Government had no 
constitutional right tointerfere the Liberals 
must acquiesce. 

All the leading mombors of the party spoke 
during the submittal of the resolutions and 
4 considerable number of delegates also 
Joined in, 

Mr, Tarte spoke on the Manitoba school 
Question, Lut accepted the position of Mr. 
Laurier. 

In the Cae | the Inst resolutions were 
disposed of and the convention adjourned 
sino dio, most of the delogates leaving by 
spocial trains,

FIVE LIVES LOST INA DULUTH FIRE 


Tomatoes of m Dwelling House Awake to 
Vind Eacapo Impossible, 


DuLutn, June 22 Tho Buunel block, a 


large frame building in Lakenavenue, wan 
totally destroyed by fire at midnight Inst 
night with a loss of at least four lives and 
about #40000 worth of property The upper 
story of the building, which was used for 
dwelling purposes, proveda veritable death 
trap.

One young woman wasseoen to appear at 
one of the upper windows and ory for help, 
A ladder wos hoisted, but before she could 
be reached tha unfortunse-womil tlterd 
a plercing sbriok aud fell back into the 
roaring Hames The building collapsed and 
Fire-Lieutevant Madden was quite severely 
fojuced, This morning four bodies were 
recovered from the ruins, 

Itis thought that there are ono ortwo 
others in the rulon. 

The body supposed to be that of Mary 
Ford has been identified, and ouc ore vic- 
tim is added to the list, as both Mrs. Mord 
and ber son are known to bave porisbed, 
This jocreasos tho list of victims to five, 

The search in the ruins will be resumed to- 
morrow, and it is probable that more bodies 
will be found, as several porsous aro still 
missing. 

Walter Weiho,a inoman, who was engaged 
in spanning the electric light wires thrown 
down by the folling walls, was electrocuted 
at6 o'clock this evening. He was pulling 
with bis bare bands ou an electric light wire 
when it orossed a trolley of the street car 
company, and the man was instantly killed.

DEEPENING OF THE MERSEY. 
Successful Trial Of An Enormous Dredger 
At Liverpool, 


LIVERPOOL, June 22,—The trial took place 
in the River Morsey of a now dredger, 
which is the largestin the world. It is 820 
foet in length, aud it is calculated that 
it will raise 24,000 tons of mattor daily from 
the bar at the mouth of the river The pro

He Slipped and Grasped the Wire to Save 
Himeelf—Hang smokiug When Reach- 
ed—Whille MeMullen Was Burulog « 
Lineman Bell from An Opposite Pole. 


Jnxsey Crry, June 22.—A man hanging 
in midair, slowly burning to death, was the 
sight witnessed by fully 300 persons on 
Newark-avenue, at Grove-street, yesterday 
morning. Edward McMullen was lineman 
for the Western Union Telegraph Company. 
His injuries were fatal, 

Samuel Moyers, foreman of the gang on 
winch McMullen worked, was ordered early 
yesterday morning to stretch copper wires 
in Grove-street, beginning at the southeast 
corner ot Newark-avenue, The pole noar- 
est tho corner ia covered with wires. Mc- 
Mullon was assigned to this pole, In his 
ascent he was watched by Foreman Meyers, 
who feared that any but o careful man 
would get in trouble among the dozens of 
wires. 

McMullen had scarcely reached the top 
of the pole when he screamed. Persons on 
the opposite side of the abtreet looked up 
and saw McMullen wriggling on the wires 
as if in greatagony. Meyers heard the 
scream and detected a sizzing noise,but was 
unable to see McMullen because the sun 
shone in his eyes. He ran across the street 
and looked up. McMullen hung apparent- 
ly dead on a wire, with sinoke pouring froin 
his body. 

Meyers slipped on a pair of climbers and, 
followed by several linemen, ascended the 
pole. McMullen was unconscious when 
they reached him. A rope was fastened 
around his body and he was slowly lowered 
tothe street. McMullen’s face had turned 
black and his features were distorted. He 
was removed to the city hospital His life 
is a matter of a few hours. 

McMaullen’s/left arm is so badly burned 
that the shoulder bones are visible. His 
breast in blistered and over his heart is a 
burn which exposes his ribs. 

MoMullen, in adjusting some cross wires, 
slipped and fell on tho electric wire which 
wos heavily charged. In attempting to 
save himself from falling to the street ho 
grasped thedeadly wire and as his muscles 
contracted he drew himaelf on it. 

While passers on Newark-avenue were 
viewing this spectacle, Joseph Wheeler, 
employed asa lineman by the New York 
and New Jersey Telephone Company, re- 
ceived a sunstroke. He was on a pole 
opposite the one on which McMullen was 
burned. He fell, striking the roof of Mo- 
Phillip’s store front. This broke the fall 
and probably saved his life. Wheeler was 
taken, with McMullen, to the City Hospital 
in the First Precinct patrol wagon. 
Wheeler, it is teared, has been injured’ in- 
ternally. 

MoMullen’s wife and parents in Kast 
Nowark were notified. He has been mariied 
one week.

“*Vory well,” rejolned Mr. Blood, ‘if that 
fs your determination, go—here is your 
£100, but I cannot let you remain.” Moat 
men after such conduct would have refused 
to make any present. 

This was Mr. Blood's crime in the eyes 
of the League. Since then he has been 
shot at four times, norrowly escaping with 
his life.

THE POPE ON AMERICAN SCHOOLS. 


His Holiness Endeorsos Mer. Satolli' 


Fourteen Propositions 


OmaHwa, Neb., June 22.—On nrising yester- 
day Mgr. Satolli was pleasantly surprised by 
the receipt of the Pope's encyclical on the 
achool question, in which all the 14 proposi- 
tions made by Archbishop Satolli at the 
meeting of archbishops in New York last 
November were indorsed by His Holiness, 
and the Arobbishop was congratulated in 
unlimited terms for his clear translation. 

The position of Mgr. Satolli in urging 
Catholics to send their children to Catholic 
schools has been sustained by the encyclical, 
but a refusal to do so will not be considered 
an offence against the churob, and absolution 
will not be denied parents who seok otber 
educational institutions for their children, 
This decision {s in the shape of a compromise 
on certain other propositions, and {s believed 
to have beep based on numerous letters from 
bishops in this country. 

After the appointment of Arohblisho 
Batolli as Ablegato to this country with fu 

wers the Rope issued an order saying that 

@ decrees of the Plenary Council, held 
ip Baltimere in 1884, shall be in 
force as follows; ‘Not only out of our 
paternal love do we exhort Catbolilo 

‘ents, but we eommand them by all 

be authority we sons to preserve a 
troly Christian and Catholic education for 
the beloved offspring given them by God, 
born again in baptism unto Christ and des- 
*ined for heaven, to shield and secure them 
throughout ehildhood aud youth from the 
dangers of a merely worldly education and, 
therefore, to send them to paroobial or other 
truly Catholic sohools.” 

Under the xuling of Pope Leo XIIL, which 
has been in force for some time, bishops are 
permitted to enter into such agreoment and 
@rrangomoent with the local olvil authoritios 
4s aro best oaloulated to preserve the morals 
oes earn and teach them to become 
geod Obristians.

CANADIAN COPPER CO. 


An Ohio Jadgo Has Decided Against Com- 
peliivg the Company to Pat its Books 
Into Court. 


OLeveLand, O., June 20.—Judye Ricks 
of the United States clroult court has filed 
an opinion in the case of Jas. 8. McMallen 
and George W. MoMaullen v. Samuel J. 
Ritchie et al. ‘This case,” the judge says, 
‘4s before the courb upon two mwotlons— 
firat,apon the application of the defendant, 
Samuel J. Ritchia, for an order upon the 
Canadian Copper Oo. to produce its books, 
records and papers for the inspection of 
sald defendant and to make use of such 
parts of {bas he may dealra to offer in tes- 
timony fn this case, and second, apon the 
application of Sophronie J. Ritchie to be 
allowed to become a party defendant In this 
case, 


**As to the first motion,” the court says, 
‘this Is a bill filed by the complatnants as 
judgment creditors against the defendant, 
Samuel J. Ritchie, as jadgment debtor,and 
Stevenson Burke, Henry B. Payne and the 
executors of the Cornell estate as the cred- 
{tors of the judgment debtor, to subject 
certain stocks and creditors of the judg- 
ment debtor which said creditors and co- 
defendants held as collateral security for 
the Indebtedness due them from the judg: 
ment debtor. The answers of the datead: 
ants, Burke, Payne and the Oornell execa- 
tors admlt that there Is a large indebted- 
ness due to them from the judgment 
debtor, Samuel J. Richie. 


‘They admit” the court then saya, ‘that 
from time to time Ritchie has deposited 
with them as security a large amount of 
stooks, including those fsaued by the Oana- 
dian Oopper Oo'y, in which the judgment 
debtor and his co-defendants are old stock- 
holders. 

“To the answer filed by the executors the 
defendant Ritchie files what he terms a 
sross-bill, in which he alleges that his oo- 
defendants are so mansglng tho business as 
to depreciate the value of ite stock, and asks 
for the privilege of examining the books of 
said copper company, and the right to Ip- 
quire {nto the affairs and managoment of 
said corporation, 


“*] cannot find any authority for such a 
proceeding in a sult of this character. All 
the complainant seeks 1s his right to subject 
whatever surplus there may be after the sat- 
{sfactlon of the Indebtedness due Burke, 
Payne and the Cornell ostate, In the extin- 
guishment of the jadgment which he holds 
against Ritchle. In determining the amount 
of this surplus Ritchle has no right to bring 
into this actlon any controversy he may 
have with the Canadian Copper Oo. or with 
his co-defendants tn the management of sald 
company, any more than the stock of any 
other corporation the stook of which ts hold 
by his co defondanta as similar seourtty, 

“If Ritchlo has any oqultable rollef as 
against his co-defendants for the improper 
management of the business of the Canadian 
Oopper Oo. his remedy fs by an original 
bill. In any such caso ho would be tho 
complainant and would have the right tf 
proper grounds for rellef were shown to In- 
vestigate the books of that concern and in- 
quire Into its mansgement. But he cannot 
bring Into this action such a controversy, 
which ts entirely forelgn to the issue pro- 
perly mado between the complainant and 
the dofendants, Tho motion of Ritchle is 
thorefore deviled.” 

Aa to the oullateral seocurltles deposited 
with the defendants Barko, Payno and 
Oornoll, which Mra, Ritchle aske the court 
to protect and have horsolf made a defend 
ant, the court holds that the complainant 
doos nob manifest any deslro to being these 
into litigation. Should thoy seek to do 
this by any additional proceedings thoro 
would be plonty of opportunity for Mrs, | 
Ritchle to be mado a defondant. Her mo-

They pretended to enquire whether 
the United States were justified in scizing 
British vessels engaged in pelagio seal 
hunting. 

Mr. Phelps declared that there was no 
such question before the tribunal, The 
arbitrators were not concerned in the 
gneeen of past seizures except as to the 
inding of the necessary facts on which to 
base future negotiations, Counsol having 
agreed upon the facts the tribunal ought to 
dismias the matter of seizures.

Both are well 
known as jadges of the highest reputation 
on the continent. They agreed to recom- 
mend that all exhibits of cheese which re- 
celyed a score of 90 and over should bo 
awarded a medaland diploma. The total 
number of single exhibits of cheese was 
667. Of these Oanada sent 162, The plan 
by which the Dominion dairy commisstoner 
collected these from the different provinces 
is already well known. These 160 exhibits 
were from 110 different factories, and thus 
were truly representative of the cheese In- 
dustry In Oanads. Moat of the entries ab 
Chicago were {n classes for factory cheese. 
When the jadglng was completed it was 
found that acme 136 exhibits in the factory 
classes were entitled to medals and diplo- 
mas. That was evidence that skill and 
oare had been exercised in the selection of 
the cheese as well as in their manufacture. 
[f the exhibits from Oanada had embraced 
as many as one-third of tho total number 
which scored high enough to win medals, 
that result would have been most creditable 
to our dairymen and dalry commissioner in 
a Word's Falr competition. The facts aro 
that of the total number of some 135 ex- 
hiblts which won medals in the factory 
classes no less than 126 were from Oanada. 
Another strong polns {In honor of Oanada 
i brought out In the fact that 31 exhibits

The dairy commissioner is reserving the 
effort with Oanadlan butter until the Sep- 
tember and October competitions. The 
judges {n butter were Messrs. Mansfield, of 
Wisconsin, and John S. Pearce, of London, 
Ont.

Latest Particulars, 

Lonpon, June 24—-A dispatch received 
thee Ebee kB eri fEeU Ber crue nant 
yesterday afternoon about seven miles 
from ‘Tripoli. The veasels were al- 
most at right angles when the Vic- 
toria was struck. ‘Those on the Victoria's 
deck at the moment of the collision scram- 
bled away and were rescued by boats from 
the Camperdown and_ several otlier 
vessels, The men _ below had no 
time to reach the deck. The 
sudden heeling of the Victoria caused hier 
to begin to fill immediately and no escape 
was possible. She went down in” 80 
fathoms of water. It is difficult to obtain 
he names of the resouedas they are aboard 
several veasels,and so far allefforts have been 
devoted to recovering the bodies, Shortly 
after the collision five bodies were taken 
from the water, one of them the body of the 
chief paymaster, They were buried last 
evening with military honors at ‘Tripoli. 
The Cumperdown was severely damaged 
forward in the collision. Temporary re 
pairs will be made and she will then start 
for home.

R. J. Graham came to 
Bolleville a few years ago, and established 
en evaporatorin rear of the Huffman House. 
Tho building occupied but small space of 
ground. To-day Mr, Graham has every 
foot of an even acre covered with buildings, 
whilst he gives employment to more men 
than any other person In Belleville. From 
evaporating, Mr. Graham extended his 
business Into cheese, older,cold storage, &o. 
He owns the property in the vicinity of his 
business, from Front Street to the G.J. R'y 
track, haying been compelled to boy Mr. 
Dalton'’s and Ald. Doyle’s property on the 
east alde of Plonacle St., in order to put in 
the only rallway elding down town. The 
Front st. property embraces alx stores. 
The alding ts 460 feet long with a capacity 
of twelve cars. Merchants will be allowed 
the privilege of loading their goods on this 
siding at the rate of fifty centsaocar, A 
cold storage house 101x40 feet divided Into 
four compartments has recently been bullt. 
One compartment has a capacity of 40 000 
cheeso, while the other compartments will 
be devoted to fruit, such as oraoges, 
lemons, bananas, otc., which will be de- 
livered to merchants as cheaply as they 
can be bought for in Montreal. These 
store houses are especially adapted for 
keeping cheese furnishings {n good condl- 
tion.

MOSLEM RIOT IN RANGOON. 


The Milltury Ordered Out and the Mob 
- Hired Upon With Fatal Effeon 

RAxcoon, June 26.—For several days 
the Moslems have been preparing to cele- 
brate a religious testival yesterday. This 
morning they were forbidden by Mr. Flom- 
ing, British wagistrate, to sacrifice a cow 
near the Hindoo temple. 

Mr. Fleming had threatened yesterday 
to issue this order, and the Mobammedans 
were greatly excited before the hour of 
sacrifice. When the police appeared near 
the temple with the announcement, the 
Mohammedans began stoning them. The 
koliss charged without firing, but the 
fohammedans held their cena aah areal 
and fought back with sticks and stones. 

Mr. Fleming, who had gone to the spot 
as 800n as trouble became imminent, and 
several policemen were killed. The 
policemen withdrew, got reinforcementa and 
charged again, but without effect. Mr. 
Fleming then ordered them to fire. 
The volley was delivered at close 

uarters, Twenty Mohammedans fell 

ead and many more were 
wounded severely. As the Mohammedans 
still refused to disperse the military were 
called out. Four companies charged on the 
double pace with fixed bayonets. 

The Mahommedans disperred slowly, 
still fighting, although many had been 
wounded in the charge of the troops. They 
gathered again, however, in a atreet 
ashort distance from the temple. They 
were hardly dispersed before they reas- 
sembled in another street. A desultory 
fight between them and the troops has 
been in progress all the afternoon. 
All tbe military aro occupied in clearin 
the streets. Many Mohammedans an 
Hindoos have been killed; scores hnve been 
wounded. Nevertheless, they show no 
signs of yielding, but as fast ns they are 
driven from one district gather again in 
anvther. The regulars and police are being 
reinforced by volunteers.

The 
vessel lies in 480 feet of water, and it 
would be almost impossible to recover the 
dead. It is probable that in the course of 
a very fow days a number of the bodies will 
float out from the hull, and all of theso will 
be watched for and given burial on land. 

It would be hard to describe the feeling 
that prevails everywhere in the Kingdom 
in regard tothe calamity that has befallen 
tho country through the loss of the Victoria 
and the drowning of so many of her 
officers and crew, Sorrow for the 
dead and sympathy for the relatives 
and friends of those who went 

| down with the ship are widespread. In 
some quarters a certain amount of indigna- 
tion is expressed that such an accident 
should occur, but so far as known there is 
no foundation for this feoling. Tho lack ot 
details caused by the remoteness of the 
scene of the disaster allows of no oxpression 
of definite opinion, and fuller particulars of 
the accident are eagerly awaited. It is not 
believed that a full story of the sad affair 
can be obtained until the arrival at Malta 
of the Camperdown, which ran into the 
Victoria, or some other vessel belonging to 
the British Mediterranean squadron con- 
veying survivors from the Victoria, 
_Aspecial staff of officials was kept on 
uty all night at the Admiralty Office at 
Whitehall for the purpose of receiving any 
official despatches that might arrive. The 
only information received, how ever, was 
the names of thodeo who have been saved, 
and tliat only came to hand at 6.30 o'clock 
this moruing.. In the meantime an itm- 
ménse’crowd gathered about the Admiralty 
Office eager for any scrap of information. 
In the crowd wore many sad-facod women 
and children and young girls, whose hus- 
bands, fathora and sweethearts were mem 
bers of the ill-fated crow. Hundreds of 
persons living in the provinces who had 
relatives or friendson board the Victoria 
could not wait at home for the receipt 
of further details of the disaster.

If ho cannot 
concoct a scheme that is even plausible, who 
can? He hangs up finance Kor six years. 
Who is to settle it then? Experience, say 
the good Gladstonians, is to teach the 
lesson; but what experience could be 
qained under a system which kept Ireland 
in financial leading strings during all 
that time? The problem is insoluble. To 
Pore it for six veare is not to solve it. 

Vhat Mr. Gladstone has done is to take 
his bill and write “bankrupt” across the 
face ot it. Thatis its epitaph, and it is 
well that tho author of the bill should also 
be the author of the opitaph. 

The firat reooption of Mr. Gladstonc's 
new proposals by his own friends is signifi- 
cant onough. One of half a dozen Irish 
leaders announces his revolt -off-hand, Mr. 
John Redmond is the master of nine votes 
in the House of Commons, counting 18 on a 
division. If he stands to his guns, 
refuses to support a bili thus financ- 
ed, no working majority is loft 
to Mr. Gladstone. Nor is it likely that 
Mr. Redmond’s example will remain with- 
out influence on the anti-Parnollites. When 
Mr. Redmond denounces an English 
scheme as nojustand humiliating to Ireland, 
Messrs, Sexton, Healy & Co, cannot casily 
accept it. 

The Gladstonian organs in London re- 
ceived it with wry faces. One of them, 
trying hard to discover some merit, pro- 
claims it the greatest morit of all that it is 
only to last for six years.

This would appear to guard againat the 
possibility of a trial of an extradited person 
upon a charge nade after ho had been auc- 
rendered upon some other but it 
will bo very difficult for the United States 
to satisfy Ithelf that this provision is 
alluded to. 

Those who know anything about the 
Russian courts know that they are opened 
and closed as the Government prefers. 
There is no stipulation that the ropresenta- 
tives of the United States shall be allowed 
to follow the extradited to court and to be 
presont at all tho proceedings against him. 

We do not need any extradition treaty 
with Russia, Allof the possible advantages 
are with Russia. No Amorioan criminals 
would ever think of going to Russin for 
refuge, It is a land constantly and univer- 
sally under police sorutiny. A stranger 
entering the country with a false passport 
would be subject to punishment undor tho

COLLAPSE OF A FOUR STORY HOT EL 
Lost—Many People 
ly Injured. 

Fort Scorr, Ka, June 27.—At 9.30 
yesterday morning the Tremont House, 
four-story brick structure, collapsed with- 
out warning, burying nearly 75 persons in 
the debris. The body of a young woman 
has been recovered.

She fell from the top floor to 
the ground and was buried under a massa of 
beams and brick. 

Almond Woodard, son of the proprietor, 
wasinthe diniog room when the crash 
came and was carried out through the door, 
but not fatally injured, He says 
all the  occupauts of the house 
when it fell, with the exception 
of a few, have been accounted for, and it 
will be impossible for more than four or five 
to be killed.

Stringent Quarantine Kegulations, 

Orrawa, Juno 27.—New quarantine regu- 
jations. have been adopted by order-in- 
couacil and will be published at once in The 
Canada Gazette. They practically include 
all that is useful of the proclamations of 
1868 and 1877 together with the several 
supplementary regulations established in 
1884 and 1887 and will form part of the 
consolidated orders-in-ouncil of Canada. 

They includo also many valuable points 
of practice extracted from the English regu- 
lations and also from the regulations re- 
oontly issued by Surgeon-Genoral Wyman of 
the United States. As regards period of 
quarantine detention, the principles and 
dofinitions wgreed on at tho conferences in 
Venice and Paris, 1892, have beon em- 
bodied. Perhaps the most important 
feature of the new regulations is the pro- 
vision contained in the 50th section, which 
authorizes the stoppage of railway trains, 
steamers, sailing vessels or other means of 
trattic, at any point ip the Dominion. This 
proposal was recommended by the Sanitary 
Conference, held in the Department of Agri- 
culture last month,and is based on the regu- 
lation passed by that confarenge.

Norton Tolle Why He forged the Alleged 
Stolen Documents 

Panis, June M. Norton, who is 
under arrest for having forged the ‘'Co- 
carde” documents, at fiat alleged to have 
been atolen from the British Embassy, de 
clared that M. Dueret, editor of The 
Cooarde, advised him to commit the for- 

ery. Ducret, who is also under arrest, 
deuies this, Duoret was taken to his house 
to-day to help the police search for evidence 
concerning the forgery, but nothing was 
found. The Cosarde office, too, has been 
searohed, but, so far as is known, nothing 
compromising was discovered. 

Beriix, June 2 .—The Millevoyo-Norton 
scandal in Paris, concerning the theft of 
doouments from the British Embassy and 
the proofs of the so-called treason to 
France, has been discussed at length by the 
German editors. The North German 
Garette remarks the healthier tone of the 
Paris newspapers in censuring the frivolity 
with which grave charges have been mado 
against high politivians and = am- 
bassadors, The National Gazette, al- 
ways strongly anti-French, says: 
“The French deputies have managed 
again to drag an ambassador in Paris into a 
scandal. It was duo only to the utter 
folly of the accusation that there was no

HOW THE VICTORIA WAS SUNK. 


The Collision Ocourred In the Afternoon 
* With a Calm Sen. 

Lonpon, June 27,—The Times publishes 
the following despatch from Tripoli: ‘‘Tho 
collision between the Victoria and Camper- 
down occurred at 3.41 in the afternoon, 
The sea was perfectly éalm and the evolu- 
tion of changing line was being performed 
at the time. Many were killed by the Vic- 
toria’s screw. After the sinking ot the Vic- 
teria a diver narrowly escaped death, H 
was resoued only by the presence of mind 
shown by his comrade, who cut “his diving 
dress. The comrade waa drowned, Solemn 
services for the dead were held last even- 
ing. Seventeen minute guns were fired by 
the entire fleet. 

It has beon definitely decided that Rear- 
Admiral Albert H. Markham, who was 
second in command to Vice-Admiral Sir 
George Tryon at the time of the accident 
off Tripoli that caused the loss of the Vic- 
toria, will bo tried by a court martial that 
will sit at Portsmouth, This court martial 
will be presided over by Admiral tho Earl 
of Clanwilliam, commauder-in-chief at 
Portsmouth, whose son, Lord Gilford, was 
Flag Lieut, of the Victoria. Rear-Admiral 
Markham’s flag ship is the Trafalgar, but 
advices received here show that his flag had 
been transferred to the Camperdown, and 
that he was in churge of the maucouyres of 
the fleet at the time the collision occurred, 
The telogram of sympathy sent by Presi- 
dent Cleveland through Secretary of State 
Gresham and United States Ambassador 
Bayard to Queen Victoria was forwerded to 
Her Majesty immediately upon its receipt. 
The Queen, in reply, has informed Am- 
bassador Bayard that she was deoply 
touched by tho message of the President of 
the United States. 

Tho British cruiser Barham, with Rear- 
Admiral Markham’s official roport of the 
loss of the Victoria, is expected to arrive at 
Port Said to-night. The Rear-Admircal’s 
to the Admiralty Offices here, All the sur- 
vivors of tho disaster sailed trom Tripoli 
to-day, presumably for Malta.

Phaeton, 
IS IT THE RIPPER AGAIN? 


Murder of Another Woman in 
That May Be His Work. 


London 
~ 


Lonpon, June 27.—The toul crimes of 
“Jack the Ripper” were again called to 
mind last night by a murder that was com- 
mitted in Rotherhithe, a suburb a short 
distance to the southeast of London, 

Tho body of a woman belonging to the 
unfortunate class was found with the 
throat cut, the wound showing that the 
knife had been used from loft to right, as 
was the caso in all murdors committed by 
the Ripper in the Whitechapel district of 
London, 

Persons in the streets at the late hour at 
which the murder was done state that thoy 
heard a woman scream two or three times, 
They ran in the direction from which the 
sounds came and found the woman lying on 
the pavement with the blood streaming 
from an awful gash in the throat. She 
was unconscious when found and died a few 
minutes afterwards. 

The police were promptly on the scene, 
having been attracted by the screaming, 
but the murderethad effected his escape, 
leaving not the slightest clue to his identi- 
ty. The degraded women of Rotherhithe 
are panic stricken by the fate that has be- 
fallen one of their number, 

The body of the dead woman was not 
mutilated in the disgusting manner that 
characterized the crimes of “Jack the 
Ripper,” but itis thought that the assassin 
was frightened away by the sound of ap- 
proaching footsteps before he had time to 
mutilate the body. 

Tho police are searching among the 
friends of the dead woman for a possible 
cluo to the murderer. They do not beliove 
that ‘* Jack the Ripper” has commenced 
operations again, but think the crime was 
duc to jealousy or to a drunken quarrel be- 
tween the woman and some man whose ac- 
quaintance she had made on tho streets.

A few of now season’s make are dropping 
{o, and these find purchasers at fair prices, 
say for Derbys 56s to 60s, aud for Wiltshire 
Loaf 62s to 645.; bub supplies more wortby 
the name will soon be coming forward. A 
single parcel fancy old white Canadian 
cheese has again brought 60s, with really 
choice at 581, and finest colored has at the 
same time fetched 663 to 68s. There are 
qualities being disposed of at 50s to 54s, 
but not much of them are left now, and the 
1892.93 season for States as well as Oana- 
dian cheese may be sald to be fast drawing 
toaclose. Finest new cheess from the same 
quarter has beon dealt in at 50s to bls, which 
is, lf anything, a trifle cheaper, but medium 
to good at 40s to 48s are wanted,and quickly 
disappear thereat Poorer grades, however, 
have been procurable at 304 to 36a, or even 
less where the outtura is faulty, and ekims 
have teen offered ab 20s to 25a percwt. A 
measure entitled the Dairy Producta Act 
(1898)has been passed In Oanada to prevent 
the manufacture and sale of “filled” or {m- 
{tation Cheese, and to provide for the 
branding of dalry products, The Act pro- 
hibits the ‘manufoctfre, possession, ex- 
posure, salo, or purchase of Oheese from of 
by the use of skimmed milk to which any 
fab forelgn to such milk has been added, 
under penalty of a fine of twenty-five to 
five hundred dollars, or a maximum of six 
months’ imprisonment If the fine and costs 
are not pald. 1b farther provides that any 
Oheese made of milk from which any of the 
cream has been removed shall be branded 
“Skim-milk Ohoose.” Forelgn Oheese or 
Butter must be marked with the name of the 
country In which it has been produced. A 
big make of both Oanadian and American 
Cheese is promised for this yoar, and at 
the close sales of Canadlan Cheese of Jane 
make, for forward shipment, have trava- 
plred at 445 0.f. and 1.

BLAND ON THE SITUATION. 


Rerolo Mensurés Will Be Required For 


the Remonetization of Silver, 


Sr. Louis, June 29.—Congressman R. P. 
Bland, the silver advocate, is here, and re- 
viewing the silver situation as affected by 
the action of the Indian Government, said: 
**Heroio Measures willbe required on the part 
of this Government for the romonetization 
of silver, Most emphatically/I do not think 
it isa knockout for silver in this country. 
On the contrary, 1 think if Congress does 
not adopt some measure looking to a bi- 
metallic standard it will make the battle of 
standards the coming issue in this country. 
This battle will disrupt political parties 
and cause a contest between the commercial 
centres and the agricultural districts of the 
country. 


“Freo coinage of silver is demand- 
od by the laboring classes, and 
this is what free silver men will 
now demand of Congress. The demone- | 


tization of silver is a conspiracy between 
the banking institutions of England and the 
eastern portion of the United States, and 
the suspension of silver coinage in India is 
part of the conspiracy to bulldoze the Con- 
gross of the United States to the adoption 
of the single gold standard. I do not be- 
lieva they will succeed 

“If the DemocratioWongress stands true 
to its pledge this conspiracy will not sue 
coed. The low price of silver is due 
to the fact that this and other 
Govorninents are discriminating against it 
and that the money interests of this and 
other countries have fought. 

“No important commercial country has 
recently had a mint for the free coinage of 


gold and silver. The effect has been to 
dam up silver oud prevent its free ex 
change in the commerce of the nations.”

He re-analyzed the in- 
ternational Jaw bearing upon the case be- 
fore the tribunal, showing that all marine 
animals in which there was property in- 
terest were treated as property by the 
nations best entitled to protect them. In 
support of his contention on this point Mr. 
Phelps instanced the British coral and 
pearl oyster fishories, which, though they 
were outside of territorial waters, it was 
aeclately necessary to protect in order to 
prevent them from being exterminated.

I. W. Russell moved the rejection of the 
resolution, 

Mr, Chaplin, President of the Board of 
Agriculture uader the last Salisbury adminis 
tration, criticized the ministers for their re- 
fusal to dubale the resolution, andeventually 
moved that asa protest against the conduct 
of the ministry an adjournment be taken. 

Mr. Chaplin's motion to adjourn was de- 
feated by a voto of 308 to 279, 

Mr. Russell's motion to amend practically 
80 na to rojoot was defeated by a vote of 308 
to 270, 


In continuing the debate on the original 





resolution Jeme Collings, Liboral-Unionist 
for the Bardsley division of Birmingham, 
declarod that in atifiing amendments 


the Goverument inight hide another 
gigantic error like the one that rendered 
necessary tho revision of the financial clauses 
of the Home Rule bill, He accused the Gov- 
ernment of intending to evade altogether 
the discussion of the land question, 

Ferdinand De Rotbechild, Liberal-Unionist 
for the Aylesbury division of Buckingbam- 
Shire, moved that the House adjourn,” 

Everybody was anxious he said to follow 
the Prime Minister's oxample and go to bed, 
Theso words wore grooted with ories of 
“shame,” from the Liberals and the speaker 
reproved Mr, De Rothsobild. 

in urging the Government to assent to an 
adjournment, Joseph Chamberlain made a 
outting remark concerning Mr. Gladstone. 
Twenty Liberal and Irish members cried 
“sbame” avd somebody shouted ‘Judas,” 
Tho spoaker interrupted the disoussion to re- 
buke the unidentified shouter, Mr, Balfour 
made a final appeal to the Gay- 
ernment to accept othschild’s motion to 
adjourn, The House then divided on the 
motion, which was defeated by a vote of 283 
to 257, 

Viscount Cranbourne, Conser vative,moved 
to adjourn.

case of Norway, atating that that country 
Rave protection to the whales. within her 
fiords, which in many cases were wider 
than six miles, Russia’s protection of 
the seals. of the Commander Islands 
was aiso referred to. In connection with 
the latter point Mr. Phelps reviewed the 
seizure by Russia of Canadian and Ameri- 
oan sealing vesselain Behring Sea, and re- 
marked that the recent Anglo-Russian 
agreement in regard to the Russian sealeries 
was really a concession on the part of 
Great Britain to the firm stand on the ques- 
tion taken by Russia. 

Mr. Phelps admitted that protective 
statutes were generally useless outside the 
territorial juoisdiction, but nevertheless, 
special statutes regulating the protection 
of national property would become 
effectual it they were necessary and were 
reasonably and duly enforced. Mr, Phelps 
argued that the three mile limit was the 
minimum line of self-defence and not the 
maximum line. Jurisdiction may extend 
much further than the three-mile limit 
when it is necessary to protect national in- 
terests, The right of national self-defence 
does not depend upon atatutesz. The law 
forbidding sealing in Behring Sea, besides 
being effectual against Americans, gave 
notice to nations other than the 
States of what regulations were enforced. 


PROFITABLE PELAGIC SEALING. 


The Catoh This Senson Larger Than Ever 
Before Kuown, 

San Francisco, June 30,—The first 
authentic news of the catch of the poachers 
who are doing pelagic sealing off the Alaskan 
coast came yesterday in a lesior from Ko- 
disk under date of June J3. The catch 
has been larger than ever known before. 
The fleot this year consists of 100 vessels, 
but returns have only come in from 29 
vessels, They have taken 22,456 skins, 
Some of the heaviest catohes are; Henry 
Dennis, 1700; Sapphire, 1260; Triumph, 
1650; Dora Steward, 1334; W. A. Earl, 
1400. It is expected most of the sealers 
will visit the Point this month and ship 
the skins to Victorian and then go over to 
the Japaneso sealing grounda and the rook- 
cries along the Siberian coast. Last season 
the largest catches were made near the 
Siberian coast late in the year. If the 
poachers are equally succossful this year, 
the total catch ought not to fall below 
30,000 seals. 


A Sharp Protest From Russin

Clnime That Ile Made the Sun and Is the 
Kaler of the Winds—A Telegram to 
Lord Salisbury for «a Private Car~—Ar- 
rested and Looked Up, 


Toronto, June 30.—At7a.m. yesterdays 
well-dressed man of soldierly appearance, 
but covered with dust from head to foot, 
entered the telegraph office at Swansea and, 
writing out this message, handed it to 
Agent Lorimer: 

Lord Salisbury, London. © 
Send private car, am going to Ottawa. 
PAGE. 

Turning on his heel, the man walked 
over the platform and stationing himself on 
the track infront of the approaching train 
ordered it to atop, His peculiar actions 
had preyiously attraoted the attention of a 
couple (opp on the platform, and he 
was pulled from the track, but only after a 
desperate struggle, during which he tre- 
quently called out that he was “the maker 
of the sun and the ruler of the winds and 
everything he touched would emit a flame.” 

The man commenced distributing his 
possessions amongst tho people on the plat- 
form, even taking the studs out of his shirt 
to give away, County Constables Gipson 
and Parsley were summoned and tried to 
take him into custody, but ho fought like a 
demon, breaking his cane over Pirsley’s 
head. He was finally subdued and the hand- 
cuffs placed on him. The constables boarded 
the next train for Toronto and brought 
their prisoner before Squire Wingfield. In 
coufidence on the train he told the con- 
stables that he was an intimate friend of 
Lord Salisbury. 

eThe stranger informed Sqnire Wingfield 
that his name was Captain Charles William 
Henry Page and thas he had a wife and a 3- 
year-old boy living at 13 Gascony-road, 
Hampstead, England. At times bis speech 
was singularly lucid, but at intervals he 
would reiterate his statement that he made 
the sun. He also claimed to be a friend of 
Dr. Adam Wright. 

Enquiry at the doctor’s elicited the fact 
that Capt. Page was a distant connection 
of the doctor, He arrived in Toronto from 
Eugland about two weeks agu and went u 
to the doctor's house, introduced himself 
and borrowed $3 to get his baggage with. 
The doctor noticed then that he was very 
strange in his actions, but thought nothing 
of it. Ho stayed both at the Walker 
House and the Raden's fora few days, the 
doctor then losing sight of him. Heis 
well connected in England on his wife's side 
and has served in the English Army, 
having accompanied the expedition for the 
relief of Generel Gordon at Khartoum. 
The doctor thinks that he must have had a 
sun-stroke, which affected his mind. 

As soon as the necessary papers are made 
out Capt. Page will be placed in the 
asylum. Meantime his friends in England 
should be communicated with, in order 
that le may be returned to that country. 

Capt. Page resided in Grafton, Oot., 
about 15 years ago and was at that time a 
prominent cricketer, He is about 38 years 
of age. ;

New York, June 30.— Yesterday's output 
of oloaring house eertifioates was the largefs 
since the present issuc was inaugurated 
The actual amount of certifiontes taken was 
$4,975,000, but $9,500,000 additional was 


spoken for and will be taken outto-morrow. | 
Loans were made up on this last amount 


to-day so that it might will bo reokened in 
with the takings of the day, This makes 
grand total of $15,505,000 of certificates 
outstanding. 

Tho banka whioh took certificates to-day 
arc the Gallatin National, Corn Ex- 
change, Chase National and Firat 
National. Neither the Chemical nor 
the Importers and ‘Traders took 
out certificates. Many of the banks which 
took out the certificates were not obliged 
to, but did so for the purpose of putting & 
atop to the high rate for money which pre- 
vailed in the atreet, 

Tho general condition was very preoari- 
ous and during the early part of the day 
there were prospects of a panic, It was 
impossible to borrow money, the banks did 
not have it to spate on the beat of security 
atany price, Another thing that made 
mattors worse was the various roports ocir- 
culated regarding the amount of clearing 
house certificates issued, No one person 
at the clearing house appoored authorized 
to give out tho facta consequently all sorts 
of stories were told and printed, and it was 
not until after 5 o'clock this afternoon that 
tho correct figures were obtained. 

As soon as it was known that tho banks 
had taken a large amount of certificates 
money dropped from 50 to 15 and thon 
lower until it touched # nominal figure. 
Tho banka did their beat to help out thoir 
customers and the crucial test is genorally 
regarded in financial circles as past. The 
Fourth National came to the assistance of 
the Merchants, as it did in 1890, Instead of 
leaving monoy on the atreet it used its 
fund to purchase mercantile paper and 
during the day loaned out a large amount 
to merchants who were not even customers 
of the bank. One or two other banks, it is 
said, followed the example act by the Fourth 
National. Some of the other banks, through 
their representatives, loaned out large sums 
of money on the stock exchange. Several 
bank presidents seen late to-day unite in 
saying that they regard the crisis as past, 
bul think that high rates for money will 
prevail for some time, The sub-troasury 
paid out $540,000 in interest on Government 
bonds.
